DEALERS IN WET GROCERIES WILL FOL-; 
LOW THE GOVERNOR’S BAND WAGON 
—THE NEW STAFF. 

ALBANY, Dec. 28.—There is a hitch in Gov. 
Hil!’s cirows and the original plan is likely to be 
Modified. It all arose from the Governor’s super- 
serviceable friends starting in to appropriate 
the Assembly Chamber on Tuesday witheut ask- 
ing the consent of the Assemblymen. It has 
been many years since a Governor was inauge- 
ratetd on the same day that the Legislat- 
ure cenvenes. The Constitution stipulates 
shat the Governor shall take his 
office on the Istday of January, and that the 
Legislature shall convene en the lst Tuesday 
in Jannary. It so happens that im 1889, the 
Ist Tuesday in Jaauary falls upon the Ist of 
the month. Three years azo Gov. Hill was 
inaugurated in the Assembly Chamber. ‘The 
hour selected wee noor. Tre Legislature was 
not then in session. This year the Governor’s 
friends prepared to repeat the programme of 
1885. 

They ignored the rights of the Assembly ab- 
BOlutely. They arbitrarily fixed the hour of the 
Inauguration at noon in the Assembly Chamber. 
The Constitution designates the time and the 
peep Statutes the place for eonvening the 

gislature, but both are silent upon the hour of 

7 on, Usage, however, has fixed the time at 

1 o’cloek. Under ordinary circumstances an 
lour and a half are consumed in calling the 
reli of new members, swearing them in. 
electing the Speaker, listening to his laaugura! 
aud completing the organization of the House 
by selecting the Clerk, Sergeant-at-Arms, door- 
keepers, and minor officers. Of course, if the 
Assembly followed preeedent, the Governor’s 
circus would be seriously interfered with. 

Lieut.-Gov. Jotes undertook to untangle the 
matter. He communicated with Clerk Chicker- 
juz, who under the Constitution will call the 
House together, and asked if the hour for con- 
Vening the Legislature could not be postponed 
until the Governor’s circus had given its per- 
formance. Clerk Chickering mighthave replied 
that he did not see why the Governor could 
not deliver his inaugural at 10 o’clock in the 
meruing ana why some other place than the 
Assembly Chamber eould not be seleeted for the 
occasion. What he didsay, however, was that 
he was acting only in a tiduciary capacity in 
sg the House together, ani the question of 
{me Was entirely in the hands of the members 
of the Assembly. 

Many Republicans etrongiy deneunce this 
interference of the Executive with the legis- 
lative branch of the Government, and assert 
that for oncetke Governor in his zealas a 
Presidential candidate has ovrerreached him- 
self. Of course, but one of two things can be 
done under the circumstances. Either the 
Assembly is to change the hour of its meeting 
en Tuesday, which can be done by the Repub- 
lican caucus on Monday night, er else the Gov- 
eroor’s circus is tu wait upon vhe pleasure of 
the Assembly. It may bethat out of reapect to 
the office the Republicans may tix the hour of 





. asseinbling at 10 o’clock. 


Speaker Cole said this evening that he had 
nothing whatever todo inthe matter, ‘I have 
not been elected Speaker yet,” he sald, ‘and it 
would hardly be the proper thing for me to ex- 
press an opinion upon the subject. I believe 
that every courtesy should be extended to the 
Governor ef the State, but the matterin dispute 
is in the hands of the members themselves.”

ment ot Gen. Daniel D. Wylie as Chief of Artil- 
lery, Gen. Frank M. Freeman as Quartermaster- 
Geveral, and Col. Joha V. L. Pruyn, all of whom

If anybody desired to see all the peliticians in 
Albany to-day it was only necesssry for him to 
visit Parlor 450 at the Delavan House. Here 
was young Speaker Frement Cole. who ar- 
Tived in town at 2:30 this morning. 
The first to call upon him was 
Editor Jonn A. Sleicher. <A little later came 
Assemblymen Whipple of Cattaraugus, Gen. 
George 8. Batcheller of Saratoga, and his col- 
league, Mr.’ Donaldson, Cler¥s Chickering of the 
Assembly and Kenyon of the Senate. ‘Tho 
Speaker found a very large mail awaiting 


him. In viewof the ease with which he will 
be re-elected Speaker, the applications 
for positions uncer him have been over- 


whelming, in fact far beyona what they 
would have been had two or three candi- 
dates remained inthe ficld. Although to all 
outward appearances, the Speaker will have an 
easy time in making up his committees, the 
fact is that his road will bea very thorny one 


tact. So many of the old members advocated 
his re-election from the outset that to reward 
them as they believe they deserve to be re- 
warded the Speaker would. be compelled to 
make changes that would lead to violent dis- 
sensions in the party and possibly widen the 
breach already existing between tbe Miller 
and Piatt tactions. 

What the Speaker is likely to do, however, is 
to reappoint all his old Chairmen. Of the im- 
portant committees there are but three which 
ure Jikely to have neW Chairmen—Canals, whose 
Chairnrin in the last House was Gallagher, who 
has net been returned ; Railroads, and Insurance. 
For the Ways and Means no less than five can- 
didates are in the field—Husted, Ernest H. 
Crosby, Robert Ray Hamilton, Danforth E. 
Ainsworth, and Charles T. Saxton of Wayne. 
It ia not unlikely that the Speaker will make the 
best of a bad job and retain Husted at the 
head of that committee, inasmuch as the Gen- 
eral has promised to join the band of young 
and ardent reformers and make a record of 
which he will be proud. In that event Mr. Sax- 
ton Will remain as Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee, Ray Hamilton of General Laws, 
Ainsworth of Appropriations, and Crosby of 
Cities, with Hamiltcn transferred from 
the Ways and Means to second place on 
Cities Committee. Assemblyman Whipple of 
Cattaraugus is likely to be made Chairman of 
the Excise Committee, vice Kimball of St. Law- 
rence, whose friends are pushing him for the 
head of the Cemmittee on Banks. Youngman 
of Albany may pay for his temerity in opposiug 
Cole’s re-election by losing the Railway Commit- 
tee, to which Gen. Batcheller, by his long public 
service and his knowledge of railway law, seems 
to have a clear title. 

The Speaker, in ailuding to the forthcoming 
Ression, said he believed that it would be 
cleaner than any that the present generation 
has seen. ‘** We will meet on Tuesday morning 
probably at 11 o’clock, complete our organiza- 
tion, and take a reeess from.about 12:30 to 4, 
when the members will draw for thelr seata. 
We will adjourn that afternoon te the following 
Tuesday nizht or Wednesday, to allow me 
to make the committees. What kind of 
legisiation? do I think will consume most 
of eurtime? Why, legislation I believe affect- 
ing New-York City’s affairs. Llookfor a great 
deal of rapid transit legislation in the way 
of elevate:t and cable roads. Personally I have 
no idea what system will be favored by the 
eitizens of New-York, but the rapid growth of 
the city and the preved inadequacy of the pres- 
ent facilities demomstrate the necessity of im- 
provement.”’ 


THE INDIAN WANTS HIS OWN. 








CHIEF MAYES SAYS OKLAHOMA IS OC- 


CUPIED BY INDIANS, 

KANSAS City, Mo., Dec. 28.—Jehn B. Mayes 
of Tahlequah, Indian Territory, the chief of the 
Cherokee Nation, arrived here to-day. He is 
accompanied by William Jackson, also a mem- 
ber of the nation. Hesaid to THE TIMEs’s cor- 
respondent that while a bill leasing the strip to 
the association has been passed and signed, no 
contract has ever been drawn up. “My 
business here,’ he continued, “is to see 
Mr. Hewins of Cedar Vale, Kan., President 
of the Live Stock Strip Association, and to dis- 
cuss the provisions of that contract. The first 
payment will be due Jan. 1. The lease is per- 
fectly satisfactory to ail the Cherokees now, 
and we anticipate no trouble from any source.” 

“Ts it true that the Secretary of the Interior 
has. informed you that you cannot lease the 
lands ?” 

‘*Neither the Secretary of the Interior nor 
any other Government vilicial has said anything 
to us about the land, and I do not think any one 
will. Why sheuld any one do that? We own 
the land. Itis ours and the Supreme Court has 
so decided. We can lease it if we want to.” 

“What do the Cherokees think about the 
proposition to open up Oklahoma to settlers?” 

“They are opposed to it. People talk about 
white people going into Oklahoma and taking 
up the land and settling onit. The land is all 
settled; it is all taken up, and the men on it 
ownit. Where would the colonists go? There 
are a Jarge numberof Indians who are un- 
educated and who would suffer greatly 
if settlers are allowed to go into their 
lands. They would not be able to care 
tor themselves uuder the circumstances. It is 
hard enough for them to do it now. Iam 
now and always shal! be opposed to allowing 
white settlers in the: territory. If the Indians 
are let alone they will do much better. They 
will be educated and become self-reliant and 
eventually prosper.” :

ILLINOIS FINANCES, 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Deo. 28.—The State Troas- 
urer to-day submitted te the Governor his bien- 
nial report, showing the receipts and disburse- 
ments for the last two yeare. The amount of 


all funds in the State Treasury Oct. 1, 
1886, was $3,451,711. The receipts from 
all sources from Oct. 1, 1886, to Sept. 
30, 1888, inclusive, were $14,211,245. . The 
disbursements were $10,372,028. The balance 
of all fundsin the Treasury Oct. 1, 1888, was 
$3,839,217. This was dvided as follows: General 
revenue fund, $21,919,290; State schooi fund, 
$306,224; delinquent land tax fund, $331; un- 
known and miuor heirs’ fund, $13,832; local 
bonds funds, $599,539. The principal of the 
bonded debt of the State outstanding Oct. 1, 
1888, was $23,100. 

The report shows the gross earnings of the 
Illinois Central Railroad from Oct. 31, 1886, to 
April 30, 1888, te have been $8.736,514. Under 
the operations of the 7 per cent. law the 
amount paid into the State Treasury by this 
railroad for the same period was $605,555 
The total amount paid by the road into the 
State Treasury from March 24, 1855, up to the 
present time is the enormous amount ef $11,- 
185,318. ’

IT WILL OONTROL THE 


NEXT HOUSE. 

TWO REPUBLICAN MEMBERS NOW ILL 
AND NOT LIKELY TO SERVE-—-THE 
TARIFF BILL SITUATION, 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 28.—The tliness of Repre- 
sentative Laird of Nebraska, who is also 4 
member-elect of the Fifty-tirst Congress, again 
directs attention to the meagreness of the Re- 
publican majority in that body. Mr. Laird was 
apparently, a year ago, one of the most rugged 
men of the 325 entitled to the floor.. Now itis 
considered at least doubtful whether he will 
return to finish his present term. Some of the 
friends of Mr. Nutting of New-York are as 
much concerned about him, and say that it is 
extremely probabie that illness will eompel 
him to be absent during the rest of the present 
session, with not much hope of being able to 
attend at all during the pext Congrass. 

Clerk Clark has thus far recelved the certifi- 
cates of 250 out of the 325 members-elect. 
Among those yet to come are the certificates of 
two members from West Virginia, where Re- 
publicans are believed tohave been elected, and 
one member from Tennosses, where a Repub- 
lican is also considered elected, but has been 
unable to get a certificate. If these three mem- 
bers should fail to receive certificates the Re- 
publicans would still have 163, or exactly a 
majority, but the small majority of 1. On the 
face of the returns the best they could do to 
begin with would be to muster a majority of 7 
It the West Virginia and Tennessee members 
are certified and Messrs. Laird and Nutting are 
abseat, the majority will be only 5, provided 
there are no further failures from illness or 
fatalities. 

If there were no candidates for the Speaker- 
ship who were anxious to have their chances of 
election settled, and there was no imperative de- 
mand fora reduction of the revenue to avert 
financial stringency, the situation is trying 
enough, and indicatea the necessity for holding 
an immediate extra session. The contest for 
the Speakeranip, by the way, appears to have 
beer carried away during the recess. Mr. Can- 
non is bere and shows himselfon foot and horse- 
back daily. He has netning but language of 
commendation for his opponents, but he talks 
as if Mr. Reed weuld not be a formidable ob- 
stacie to his eleetion if Ohio would make up its 
mind to choose Mr. Mckinley tor Senator in 
place of Foraker, after Senator Sherman has 
been invited to take a place in the Cabinet. 

When the Democratic Senators ran away from 
the tariff debate by agreeing to allow a vote to 
be taken on the Senate subatitute for the Mills 


bill in return for a holiday recess, it was evi- 
dently not their purpose to prepare tor any very 
serious attack upon the bill during the recess, 
It does not appear that any of the Senators 
have been secking special information about 
any of the details of the bill since the holidays 
began, and it is assumed by those particu- 
larly interested in the debate that after 
the recess the opposition to the Finance 
Committee’s substitute will run along on 
the same rather general and somewhat 
vacue lines, as 1t has done sinee the opening of 
the session. The main reliance of the Demo- 
cratic Senators for facts and figures 1n opposi- 
tion to the subsitute has been upen the tapdles 
prepared in the Treasury Department regarding 
the duties under the present tariff, those pro- 
posed by the Mills bill, and those to be collect- 
ed under the Senate substitute, and upon the 
hasty analysis of tue bill made just. before the 
close of the last session by the Ways and Means 
Committee’s experts. Tbe Treasury Depart- 
ment tables are based on importations for the 
tiseal year-1887, and more and better data than 
were then athand coula undoubtedly be found 
by any Democratic Senator seekiug for it now. 

The House Ways and Means Committee bas 
not yet undertaken to makea more thorough 
analysis of the Senate bill than that made last 
Summer, but through Clerk Talbot it has 
gathered upa good deal of information about 
the ins and outs of the pending measure, and is 
daily adding to that information. It is fairly 
reasonable to suppose that this knowledge 
would be at the disposal of the Senators 1f they 
chose to make use of it, but there are no evi- 
dences that they care to avail themselves of the 
opportunity. ‘Lhe Democratic Senators frankly 
confess that they are not as well prepared as 
the Republicans to debate the various para- 
grapls of the substitute, and there is not much 
reason to hope that the resumption of the dis- 
cussion next week will find them in any better 
shape. Possibly they feel that, having volur- 
tarily given up every advantage they had over 
the Republicans for the sake of a holiday recess, 
they ought not to be expected to spend that re- 
cess studying the intricacies of a Tariff bill, 
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Since his return to his post at Constantinople 
Minister Oscar 8. Straus has not only been hon- 
ored with unusual attentions from the Sultan, 
who entertained our representative at dinner 
at the imperial palace, with a distincuished 
cOmpany of some forty or more Pashas, and a 
theatrical performance following the feast, but 
he has succeeded in obtaining from the Sultan 
foran American company of archeologists a 
favor that has been vainly sought for by the 
representatives of several of the European 
powers. Through Mr. Straus’s personal appeals 
to the Sultan his Majesty was led to 
grant to the party from the University 
of Pennsylvania sent out by the Baby- 
lonian Exploration Fund subscribers an 
irade giving permission to make archeelogical 
excavatiens for a period of two years in the 
village of Bagdad, in the ruins of ancient Baby- 
lon. It required much perseverance and man- 
agement to get the permission, as the privilege 
to make exeavations is very jealously guarded. 
Aithough applications for similar privileges 
have been made for the British museums and 
German societies they have not yet succeeded 
in obtaining them. Formerly it was different, 
but for cight years or more a strict prohibitory 
law, similar to that prevailing in Greece, has 
absolutely shut the door against all foreigners 
seeking to acquire or export antiquities. The 
American expedition, under the leadership of 
the Rey. John P. Peters, left Constantinople on 
Dee, 1 for Bagdad to begin work upon the ex- 
cavations. ‘ 

The expedition sent out by the University of 
Pennsylvania was the second of the kind to 
start from the United States, unless the Wolfe 
expedition of 1884-5, which could net obtain 
permission to make explorations, and conse- 
quently did nothing, is left out of consideration. 
The expenses of the expedition are to be paid 
bs the citizens of Philadelphia, and tha fund 
placed at the disposal of the organization hav- 
ing it in charge secures the services of eminent 
sehelars. Besides Dr. Peters, whe is Director, 
there are attached to the expedition Dr. Hil- 
preent of the University of Pennsylvania, and 

yr. Harper of Yale, Assyriologists, Mr. P. H. 
Field of Brooklyn, Mr. P. H. Haynes, photogra- 
pher, Mr. J. D. Prince, and a physician. 

The Director was unable, at the time he 
started for Bagdad, to say when work woulda 
begin. He hoped to bo able to work at several 
spots Over the sites of the cities of the densely 

yepulated district between the Tigris and the 

uphrates. The flat country is dotted with 
mounds, each indicating the remains of an 
ancient city, any one of which would probably 
yield interesting results if explored. The expe- 
dition was delayed at Constantinople, prebably 
owing to the difficulty of securing the Sultan’s 
permission to begin work. It was expected 
when the party left New-York in June. last that 
if would rendezvous at Aleppo about tne close 
of September, and go by horseback to Bagdad. 
It has lost about three months of time, but that 
will be regarded as of small consequence com- 
pared with the boon of prosecuting the work 
with imperial consent. :

Thore does not seom to be any probability 
that a new question of issue between Spain 
and the United States, will be made out of the 
libelling of the brigantine Josefa, in June, 1887, 
for violation. of the Spanish customs lawe. 
The State Department has not neglected the 1n- 
terests of tho owners of the Jesefa, but the 
Government has had to face the fact that the 
Josefa’s master was unable to produce all the 
cargo appearing on his manifest and could 


not explain what had become of the 
20 packages of corn starch missed 
and for which the®* fine of $400 


was impesed. The correspondence with the 
State Department contains an admission by one 
of the officers of the Josefa that there may have 
been carelessness in receipting for carge when 
the brigantine was loading. All that Spain bas 
done has been to insist en enforcing its laws. 
The United States cannot ask it to disregard its 
laws, bus it hopes to Induce it to remit the fine 
if ig can give a reasonable account of the disap- 
pearance of the goods not found on board. 
There has been no demand upon Spain in the 
matter and there will be no display of force 
upon this pretext.

FIGHTING AWAY FROM HOME. 
PAE Cee 
DIVERSITY OF BUSINESS IS DECREED 
NOT TO BE ILLEGAL. 

Sr. Pau, Dee. 28.—The Supreme Court filed a 
decision yesterday in the cuse of the Lioyds 
Plate Glass Company of New-York against the 
Fidelity and Casualty Company of the same 
city. 

The proceedings were in the nature of a quo 
warranto, the writ having been issued against 
the latter company, and asking it to show by 
what authority it was doing so many kinds of 
businessin this State. The representatives of 
the Lloyds claimed that the law of New-York 
prohibits insurance sompanies of other States 
from doing more than ons kind of business in 
that State, and that under the reciprocal feat- 
ures of the insurance laws of Minnesota a com- 


pany from New-York had no right to pursue 
more than one kind of businessin this State, 
The decision, whichis a very exhaustive one, 
takes up several other points in detail. 

The following is the syllabua: ‘‘ Warranto held 
to bé a proper proceeding to try the right of a 
foreign corporation to carry on its corporate 
business in this State. Lhe legal propriety and 
effect of the action of officers of the Executive 
Department of the State maybe determined by 
the courts when the same are brought in ques- 
tion in causes requiring judicia) actien. The 
Insurance Cemmiseioner in issuing certificates 
allowing foreign corporations to do business in 
this State acts in a ministerial capacity. His 
determination is not judicial and final. In ac- 
cordance with the policy ei our Btate, and of 
the inter-State lay of comity, foreign imsur- 
ance corporations are allowed to carry on busi- 
ness in this State. <A foreign corporation which 
bas complied with our laws should not, as a 
weasure of retaliation by force of our retali- 
alory statute (section 269, chapter 34, General 
Statutes, 1878,) be excluded from doing busi- 
ness here upon the ground that the laws of the 
State where such foreign corperation was cre- 
ated would exclude corporations of this State 
trom doing business there, unless it is clearly 
apparent that such is the effect of the foreign 
law. The proper effect ef the statutes ef New- 
York in this particular being considered doubt- 
tul and the manner of their practical adminis- 
tration being undisclesed, a judgement of ouster 
against the respondent, a New-York corpora- 
tion, refused.” 





CAUSED BY FAMILY TROUBLE. 
PARLE Sees 
A TRAGEDY IN WHICH TWO MEN ARE 
KILLED AND A WOMAN WOUNDED, 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., Dec. 28.—A double tragedy 
is roported to-day from Marked Tree, resulting 
in the death of two planters named, respective- 
ly, Stephen Dairy and William West, ana the 
serious wounding of Mrs. Mary Dairy, mother- 
in-law of the men named. The parties live near 
each other. Some time ago the wife of West 
separated trom him, returning to her mother, 
Mra. Dairy, and began proceedings fora divorce. 
West called at Mrs. Dairy’s house and asked to 
see hia baby, and when his mether-in-law 
brought the child to him he began abusing her, 
saying she had separated him and his wife, 
Stephen Dairy came out of the house and or- 
dered Weat off the premis:s. This enraged West 
still further, and drawing a revolver he fred 
twice, shooting his mother-in-law in the arm 
and Stephen Dairy in the head. 

Dairy staggered into the house, reappeared 
with a Winchester rifie, and leveled it at West, 
who was standing with his revelver covering 
Dairy. Both fired twice and almost simultane- 
ously atexeh other. West was shot each time 
near the heart and died in the yard. Dairy was 
shot in the forehead and through the right eye. 
He livea some beurs. Mrs. Dairy, itis believed, 
is not fatally hurt. . 

The tragedy bas created a sensation in the 
community, where the men were highly es- 
teemed, and where no blood has been shed sinse 
the late war.

THE DYNAMITE CRUISER VE- 
SUVIUS IS A FIIBR, 

SHE MEETS WITH AN ACCIDENT ON A 
TRIAL TRIP—DESCRIPTION OF A 
FORMIDABLE CRAFT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 28.—The second trial of 
speed of the United States dynamite cruiser Ve- 
suvius, which took piace this morning, proved 
a partial failure, and the cruiser has been re- 
turned to her dock at Cramp’s shipyard for re- 
pairs. After leaving the shipyard yesterday 
morning the vessel, accompanied by the United 
States steamer Dispatch, proceeded to Ship 
John Light, where the measured course for the 
speed test of Government steamers has been 
marked off. After waiting for flood tide the of- 
ficials decided to make the test shortly after 
dark,last evening. 

Every care was taken that the trial should be 
first-class in every particular. At 5 o’clock last 
evening word was sent to the engineer to get 
ready for the triai, and a few minutes later the 
new cruiser had started on her speed race. The 
conditions for the test, however, were decidedly 
unfavorable. The wind was blowing a gale and 
the sea heavy and choppy, eufficiently so to de- 
ter many masters ‘from going outside. The 
Vesuvius, however, went on her way, and de- 


spite the disadvantages of heth sea and weather 
She Made Very excellent time, making the two 
ruus Over a two-knot course af the rate of 19.59 
knots per hour. 

Thia time, it was said, was in every way satis- 
factory, considering the conditions, Added to 
the unfavorable circumstances attending the 
trial the ofticiala made the aggravating dis- 
covery that the heavy gale was blowing. the 
water out of theriver. The members of the 
naval commission appointed by Secretary 
Whitney concede most readily that the water 
over tbe measured course, as laid out by the 
Despatch, was too shallow to give the vessel a 
Yair chance, and that it had the effect of retard- 
ing the vessel at least one-half to three-quarters 
ofa knot perhour. The trial was then aban- 
doned for the night. 

Early this morning ali hands tumbled out, 
and, after breakfast, steam was got up for the 
trial. This, however, was destined to turn out 
disastrously. Whenthe word was given the 
cruiser started off with flying colors, and after 
getting her full head soon acquired a speed of 
21 Knots per hour. When about three-fourths 
of the distance had been covered one of the air- 
pump connecting levers on the port engine 
broke, which necessitated the shutting oi of 
that engine, and the remainder of the run was 
made with the starboard engine alone. Under 
these conditions the Vesuvius proceeded over 
her course. Her speedover the whole course 
was 19.47 knots per bour. After making this 
run the trial ended, the Cramps declining to at- 
tempt a second run with one air pump disabled. 

The naval commission agreed witk the 
Cramps thatit would be unfair to the builders to 
attempt asecondrun under the circumstances, 
The Vesuvius was then headed for the shipyard, 
where she arrived shortly before 1 o'clock. 
Steps will be at once taken to repair the broken 
counecting lever, which will require probably 
tive or six days’ work. 

In speaking of the trial this afternoon Harry 
Cramp said: **Of course itis rather annoying 
te us to have an accident happen at just this 
mowent. Ifit were Summer we would not care 
s0 much, as the water would be always in 
proper condition. The Vesuvius, you know, 
ls not @ very heavy vessel and was not de- 
signed for the purpose of cutting through the 
ice. If the river shouid freeze up we wounid be 
eompelled to postpone the trial indefinitely, but 
under favorable conditions, and after the re- 
pairs have beer made to the air pump, | think 
that we will give her another trial early in 
January. Another thing, it is probable that 
the course will be moved down near the Break- 
water, where the stream is not 8@ shallow and 
the vessel can be run to better advantage. We 
have not the slightest upprehensiens but that 
the Vesuvius will do all that is claimed for her.’’ 





The dynamite crniser Vesuvius, now under- 
going a series of trials before a board of United 
States naval officers, has attained a rate of 


speed not pasessed by any modern war vessel 
in the work ‘The first trial of the Vesuvius 
took place Dee, 10 inthe lower part of Deia- 
ware Bay. The course laid off extended from 
Ship Jobn Right to Buoy 14, and at slack high 
tide the cruiser was placed on these bearinga. 
With a steam pressure of 160 the Vesuvius ran 
up 4.57 knots in 12 minutes and 44 seconds, or 
21.47 knots per hour; then allowing her steam 
torun down to 120, she leisurely ran the 54 
miles up the bay at therate of 17 knots per 
hour. 

To say that naval officers have been astounded 
at the result of such speed expresses it mildly, 
for no vessel afloat of the size and power of the 
Vesuvius has ever approached anything like 
it. With only two out of ber four boilers ander 
forced draught she has been able to exesed 21 
knots per hour, making as high as 268 revolu- 
tions per minute. Allewing one-quarter of a 
knot for possiblo assistance of currents, the 
speed of the Vesuvius was 21.22 knots per hour, 

The Vesuvius is the only vessel of her charac- 
ter in existence, since her offensive mode of at- 
tack is trom the three dynamite guns which she 
will carry forward. The wonderful success ef 
Capt. Zalinski’s dynamite cuns induced Con- 
gress to appropriate money for a vessel espectial- 
ly designed to carry these guns. Accordingly 
plans were drawn up fora cruiser to be 252 
teet 4 inches in length, 26 feet 5 inches 
beam, 14 feet 1 inch in depth; to have a 
draught ef 9 feet anda displaeementof 725 
tons. This vessel’s contract was awarded to 
Cramp & Sonof Philadelphia for the sum of 
$350,000, as bid by them. The Vesuvius was 
jannched by the Cramps in April 28. Her 
engines are triple expansion of 3,000 horse 
power. 

The guns to be carried by the Vesuvius are 
dynamite tubes, 16 inches in calibre. This 
culibre ia just twice the size of that possessea 
by the tube with which Capt. Zalinski succeeded 
in blowing to atems the sehoomer Silliman ata 
distance of over a mile. Vastly greater de- 
structive powers will bo developed by the 16- 
inch than by the original 8-inch, ipasmuch as 
the explosive charge in the projectiles of the 
guns of the Vesuvius will be 600 pounds of ex- 
plosive gelatine. The range of these projectiles 
will be greater than a mile, the object being to 
throw the explosives upon the deck of an enemy. 

Now it must be understood that the effect pro- 
duced by an explosioa of gelatine is to exert a 
force in ali directions. There is a destructive 
radius of 100 feet for a 600-peund projectile, 
which will cause tho same effect to be pro- 
duced atany part of the cirele described by 
the radius. Outside of this circle the destrue- 
tive effect lessens as the distance increases, A 
prominent military man being asked by a cadet 
** What the effect would be on a block of build- 
ings should a Zalinski dynamite projeetile fall 
in their midsv”’ replied: ‘There world be 
no buildings.” It is .safe to say, that 
should one of the projectiles from the Vesu- 
vius fallin the streets of New-York not a build- 
ing within a radius of helf a block could 
withstand the terrible etfects of the explosien. 
The guns are to be able to Maintain a rate of 
discharge of two projectiles per minute. The 
position of the three dynamite guns is forward 
on thé forecastle. The guns are set parallel to 
each other. They reston the lower deck and 

ierce the upper deck at an angie of 16 degrees, 

his angle is permanent. The total length of 
each gun is S54 fect To take aim at 
an object the bow of the vessel is brought 
to bear true on the object. The guns, 
being situated in planes at right angles 
to the keel, are necessarily in a line with the 
object when the luffer’s point of the compass 
and the object aimed at are in one and the 
same straight line. Below decks are situated 
the air chambers, and the range of the projectile 
is regulated by the amount of air admitted to 
the dynamite gun. The 8-inch projectile has 
reached a destructive range of one mile with 
the same elevation. On the same deck with 
the air chambers the loading is manipulated. 
This is done mueh after the manner of loading 
a@ revolver, since a huge oylinder revolves in 
the breech, each chamber containing a separate 
projectile. 

For the safety of the vessel ana crew the 
great quantity of the explosive material is kept 
wet or in a condition which will prevent its 
explosion exeept by violent conoussion. To 
eitect this violent concussion a small amount ef 
dry material is kept on hand, and when the 
projectile is about to be loaded a small quantity 
is placed in the forward or striking end of the 
shell. As the projectile, after being fired, 
reaches its mark tho violent shock ocgasioneda 
by its striking either a vessel's side, the water, 
or any other resistance explodes the gelatine in 
the forward chamber, whieh in turn produves a 
shook sufficient to explode the whole 600- 
pound mass of dormant yelatine, 

In firing the distance of the object must be 
estimated. This is easily calculated with a 
sextant while the vessel changes from time to 
time for position. Should the vessel be rolling 
the discharge must take place when she is on 
an even keel, the artillerist waiting his time. 
The pitching will tend to alter the ranye, but, 
owing to the high trajectory, the effect will be 
far less than in ordinary gun practice. 

This, in brief, is the craft the British have de- 
nominated as ‘‘a hellish outcome of Yankee 1n- 
genuity.” A great deal of opposition attended 
the proposal te construct a craft of this nature, 
and naval othcers especially did not look fa- 
vorably on such mode of warfare. However, 
the vessel bas been completed and her guaran- 
teed speed ot 20 knots exceeded by 1.47 knots. 
If the vessel’s guns prove as great a success as 
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the engines certainly have tbe naval world may 
look for the appearanee of a wonder more start- 
ling than the monitor of 1862. 

In additien to the dynamite guns the Vesu- 
vius will carry two 3-pounder rapid-fire guns, 
one l-pounuder rapid-fire gun, two 37-miili- 
metres R. C. guns, and two Gatlings. 

If the Vesuvius was one of the vessels of the 
British Navy on trial for speed the result ob- 
tained in the run between Ship John Light and 
Buoy 14 would have sufficed to place her 
in a class having a speed of 22 knots per hour. 
The regulations governing the trial of vesseis of 
warin this country will not allow a decision 
to be rendered on the speed obtained from 
“jumping” a vessel over a measured mile. The 
ease of the Vesuvius, however, to run over @ 
course of 54 miles at a 173-Knot speed leads 
one to believe that her speed of 21.47 knots 
was actual speed power and not a“ jumping” 
power. The Vesuvius will be subjected te a 
run of six hours’ duration at her very highest 
speed power. The average speed obtained dur- 
ing the six honrs’ run will be her actual power 
of steaming as accepted by the Naval Board. 
After the Vesuvius has made her run of six 
hours in comparatively smooth water, she will 
be subjected to the same test in aseaway. The 
two triai records when combined will enable 
the vessel’s speed class to be properly de- 
termined. 

When the Atlanta mado her speed of over 15 
knots an hour as an average fora six hours’ run, 
considerable complaiut was heard at the steel 
cruiser not making 17 or 18 knots. But when 
one considers the ability of the Atlanta and her 
class of vessels to make the above speed in all 
kinas of weather, no one need draw unfavorable 
comparisons with vessels of similar type in the 
British Navy whose higher rate of speed was 
obtained by “jumping” them over a measure 
mile course under foreed draught, and w hile 
worked by trained firemen. The real testof a 
vessel's engines is in the long trial, sueh as the 
new vessels of the American Navy are com- 
pelled to undergo. If there is a flaw in the ma- 
cbinery or a faulty line in the vessel's hull, a 
six hours’ run will show it up With a certainty 
almost absolute.

EVERY CANDIDATE FOR SABIN’S

They intimate 
that they have from 65 to 70 votes solid, 
enough to settie the contest on the first caucus 
ballot. 

Donnelley smiles pleasantly and declares that 
some of the other fellows will tind to their dis- 
comfiture that he has much more strength than 
they are willing to credit him with now. Ru- 
mors of dark bourses are treely diseussed by the 
throng in the hotel lobbies, but noneof this 
gossip comes from the Washburrc camp. ‘The 
rumor that Kelly and Doran sre doing all in 
their power to defeat Sabir was freely circulated 
during the day. The Sabin wen were taciturn 
when questioned regarding the matter, which 
makes it plain that they believe it impolitic 
eithor to admit orto deny the story. 

It is evident that many more of the Senators 
and Representatives of the coming Legislature 
are pledged tothe supportof ene or the other 
of the Senatorial aspirants than are willing to 
admit the fact. Very few were elected with 
any instructions as to the election of a Senator. 
They have been left to form their opinion ac- 
cording to the light they themselves may get. 
Many have conscientiously sought the prefer- 
ences ef their constitueuts and will act accord- 
ingly. The greater number are to be won 
by the arguments or personal prejudices of 
workera for either candidate. Even though 8e- 
cretly pledged the Kkepresentatives prefer to re- 
frain from publicly expressing their preference. 

The adherents of both Senator Sabin and Gen. 
Washburn have practically announced their de- 
Sire and Intention to havea caucus before the 
vote on the Senatorial question is taken. 
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A MAN BADLY SCALDED. 


FREAKS PLAYED BY THE BOSTON STEAM- 
HEATING WORKS. 

Boston, Dee. 28.—The pranks played by the 
works of a local steam-heating company are not 
calculated to encourage the use of this method 
of warming buildings. A day or two ago one 
man was biown out of a manhole and killed in- 
stantly and another thrown violently across 
the street, and to-day a steam radiator supplied 
in this way exploded, aad still another victim 
was s_ frightiuily scalded. The radiator 
was in tne office of the Austin 
C. Wellington Coal Company, and Frank 


C. Ingalls, a clerk, was so badly scalded that 
the flesh peeled in strips from his legs, and he 
is now lying in bed at nis home with the bed- 
clothes propped up on a framework, as the 
slightest touch causes unendurable agony. He 
Was busy writing at his desk when aloud re- 
port was followed by a rush of boiling water 
and steam that struek the young man, envelop- 
ing the lower part of bis body in a steaming 
fluid heated to about 300° Fortunately the 
high desk at which he was standiug saved his 
head and face frem serious injury. 

The hot water immediately covered the floor 
to the depth of three inches, but Ingalls man- 
aged to grope his way through the dense steam 
to the outer main office, although he was so 
blinded by it that he was unable to see the 
latch, and kicked the door or gate open. 

An examination later showed that the water 
chamber at the bottom of the radiator had 
eracked the whole length, or about three feet, 
and, it is suppesed, from an excess of press- 
ure. The company that furnishes this heat 
uses superheated water, a dangerous element 
unless carefully controlied. The company 
claims tbat its responsibility ceases when its 
pipes enter the walis of a building, the piping 
aud radiators inside being furnished by the 
owners. 








WOMEN IN POLITIOS. 

BISMARCK, Dakota, Deco. 28.—The Dakota 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union at its 
last annual meeting in September voted to make 
a@ specialty of legislation and petition work for 
the coming year. The Superintendent of Legis- 
lation and Petitions reseommended that Dills be 
presented to the next Legislature askirg for a 


stringent statutory prohibitory liquor and pbhar- 
macy law; for the fulleatranchisement of wem- 
en; to give mothers full control with fathers of 
their children; to raise the age of protection to 
girls from 14 to 18 years, and for the revision 
of the school law. Petitions to the Legislature 
tor statwtory prohibition and woman suffrage 
are nuw being vigorously ciroulated wherever 
there are uniuns or woman suffrage societies to 
do the work. 

The Territorial Union also decided at the last 
meeting to send three of 1ts workers—the Pres!- 
dent, Mrs. Parker, and the Superintendents of 
Franchise and Petitions—to Bismarck to look 
after ite interests during the session of the 
Legislature this Winter. The women have care- 
Tully studied the complexion of the members- 
elect and think they have sufficient strength in 
both houses to pass the Woman Suttrage and 
Prohibition bills, over the Governer’s veto if 
necessary. 

A Woman Suffrage bill passea both houses of 
the Legislature witb a good majerity and was 
vetoed by Goy. Pierce four years ago. Public 
sentimentin favor of this measure bas greatly 
increased in Dakota since that time, but whether 
the women are more sanguine of success shan 
the prospects are bright remains to beseen. At 
ali events, there will be some lively times in the 
Legislature at Bismarck this Winter, for the 
women are very much in earnest and havea 
large number of advecates in both houses, 








BURGLARS IN WESTERN NEW-YORKE. 

Lockport, N. Y., Deo. 28.—A systematic lot 
of burglaries have been committed by thieves 
in Western New-York during the past Fali and 
Winter. Only the other day the merchant 
talloring establishment of Andersen & Logan 
at Niagara Falls was entered for the fifth time 
aud whole suits of elothes, overcoats, aud furs 
taken. Some of the old clothes left were recog- 
nized 28 belonging te the firm and had been 
stolen last August. Other burglaries iu Rooh- 
ester, Lockport, Buffalo, and smaller towns 
have been traced te these thieves. Four men, 
named respectirely Fred Woods, WiUliam 
Burns, James Haley, and MichaelO’ Brien, were 
arrested here ou suspiciep and held in $1,000 
bail each to-day for the Grand Jury.

OLERGYMEN DISCUSS THE IN- 
AUGURATION BALL. 
SENATOR TELLER SAYS A GOOD WORD 
FOR MR. PLATI-—KENTUCKIANS ON 

THE LOOKOUT. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Deo. 28.—Ex-Senator Thomas 
C. Platt had another friend come to his aid to- 
day in the person of Senator Teller of ‘iorade, 
His sister and some eousins live hers, and Sena- 
tor Teller mace them a visit, but some hours of 
his time were spent at Gen. Harrison’s, where 
he added to the light waich Senators Erwin and 
Vedder, at their memorable visit a week ago, 
shed upon New-York politics. 

Senator Teller made a new argument in favor 
of Platt and against Warner M:iller, yetone that 
is net witbout its force in the Republican at- 
mosphere of Indiana. He tald Gen. Harrison 
that all the real, true, earnest, and loyal Re- 
publicans in New-York desired to see Mr. Platt 
in his Cabinet, aud only the ‘“ goody-goodies,” 
the “ kickers,” the Mugwumps and their cham- 
pion, THE NEW-YORK TrMEs, opposed bim and 
were favorable to Mr. Miller. Senator Tel- 
ler, when he started back for Washing- 








ton this afternoon, was of the opinion 
that this argument had had great effect 
upon Gen. Harrison. He hadn’t heard of 


the “deal” to put Warner Miller into the Cab- 
inet and make Platt Coliector of the Port of 
New-York with the reversion of Senator Evarts’s 
place. He lecked thoughtful when the idea was 
placed before him, and remarked that Gen. 


Harrison had not suggested it to him. He 
seemed to wish that he had. Senator Teller 
also gave Gen. Harrison his views upon silver, 
of which heisa “friend.” Gen. Harrison waa 
considered to have friendly notions about the 
coinage and circulation of silver while be was 
in the Senate, and Senator Teller hopes he will 
expound Colorado ideas during his Administra- 
tion. 

About Cabinet appointments in general Sen- 
ator Teller would say very little. He remarked 
that Senator Mitecvell of Oregon would make a 
good Cabinet officer, and that the Pacific coast_ 
deserved representation ip the Cabivet, though 
he did not believe that he cared to leave the 
Senate. As to Blaine, he observed: “There isa 
division vf @wpinion among Republicans. Mr. 
Biaine’s friends think that he will be the Secre- 
tary of State. but there are others who think 
that his appointment might not be advis- 
able.” Senator veller was a strong advocate 
of President Arthur’s nomination in 1884, and 
this year he was in favor of the nomination of 
Senator Sherman. He supperted Biaine after 
his nomination, and wasths meving power in 
making Colorado go for Harrisou last Novem- 
ber. He and Quay are intimate, and Gen. Har- 
rison is said to think a good deal of his judg- 
ment.' 

Upon the Senatorial contest in Colorado, Sen- 
ator Teller dropped afew words to the effect 
that Edward O. Wolcott, the railroad lawyer oi 
Denver, will be the successful eandidate. 

Gen. Harrison’s only other visitors of im 
portance to-day were Judge William H. Holt 
of the Kentucxy Court of Appeals xnd ox- 
Congresswwan John D. White of the same Stare, 
Judge Holt has aspirations for a Cabinet place, 
avd Mr. White cameto aid him. They had bad 
luck in getting at their victim. Gen. Harrison 


had gone out for a walk when they 
got to his house, but they at 
last succeeded in running him down 


in Miller & Elam’s law office, and stating their 
case. It is well understood that Col. William 
Cassius Goodloe oft ‘Spellpinder”’ fsme is te 
bave the control of the Federal patronage in 
Kentucky, aud as Judge Holt and Mr. White 
ate attempting to ignore him, their chance of 
getting anything is small. Col. Goodloe, in the 
imprubable event of Kentucky having a Cabinet 
position, gives William O. Bradley the prefer- 
ence, aud not Judge Holt. 

Col. William R. Holloway has got back from 
Ohio greatly elated at the grievances of the 
newspaper meu of Columbus, who telegraphed 
far and wide that he was Gen. Harrison’s con- 
tidential messenger to Gov. Foraker. He siim- 
ply visited Gov. Foraker because they are old 
acquaintances, and he says that Gov Foraker 
told him that he would not go into the Cabinet 
if ne could for the simple reason that he had 
other ‘and higher plans, of which the attain- 
ment of a United States Senatorsbip ‘s one and 
by no means the greatest Gov. Foraker con- 
siders himseif to’be a very lively candidate for 
the Presidency in 1892. 

Seme of the Methodist ministers of Indaianapo- 
lis and its vicinity propose to follow the lead «f 
their brethren in Columbus, Ohio, and adopt 
resolutions at their meeting on next Monday 
denouneing the inauguration ball. ‘There are 
about 25 of them, and debate promises te be 
guite lively, for this 1s Gen. Harrison’s home, 
and a good deal of political influence will be 
brought to bear to defeat the resolutions, or at 
least to make them much milder then these 
adopted at Columbus. Already the clergymeua 
have been giving their views upon the 
subject, Baptist and Presbyterian as weil 
as Methodist, and the Rev. Dr. Haines, Gea. 
Harrison’s Pastor, says that attending or danc- 
ing at inauguration valis is a question of Chris- 
tian expediency, whatever that may mean. OD 
the other hand, the Rev. I. E. Keen of the Rot- 
erts Park Methodist Episeepal Chureh in this 
city, said to-day: ‘Il have talked with neuriy 
all the clergymen of our meeting, and I have 
yet to find one thatis not in accord with the 
action of the Columbus clergymen. We take 
the stand that dancing is wrong, and We are op- 
posed to the inauguration ball.” 

The Rev. Dr. Jeftrey, the Pastor of the Baptist 
church, who is about to remove to Brooklyn, is 
léss austere. He sees no harm in inaucuration 
balls unless the men sbould drink themselves 
under the table or the women shonld appear in 
low-necked dresses, which he ¢annot bear. 

lf the elergymer keep on, Gen. Harrison will 
have more trouble over the inauguration ball 
than over his Cabinet. 

The General Passenger Agent of the Lake 
Erie and Western Railroad says that Col. Cal- 
vin S. Briee wrete to Gen. Harrison soon after 
the election congratulating him upon his sue- 
cess, and placing his private car at his disposal 
whenever be might wish te gv to Washington or 
anywhere else. Gen. Harrison and Coi. Briee 
are fellow-graduates of Miami University and 
personal friends, though apart in politics. 

Edward H. Lammen of Santiago, Cal; E. D. 
Woodruff of Auburn, N. Y., and J. R. Dow of 
New-York came here to-night stter office. Mr. 
Dow worked for the National Republican Com- 
mittee during the campaign organizing drum- 
mers’ Harrison and Morton clubs, and thinks 
that he deserves some reward for his servicas. 

The Indianapolis Journal, Gen. Harrison’s 
organ, will publish a rampant editoria} to-mor- 
row on the control of the next House, in whick 
the following language is used: ‘The Repub- 
licans have & clear majority in the House on the 
face of the returns, despite all the Democrati¢ 
frauds, which can only be overcome by tba 
withholding of certificates to members-eiect by 
Democratic Governors, aided by the manipula- 
tions of the Clerk of the House, who being 
a Democrat, may be counted upon to join in the 
conspiracy if the scheme cau be made to work 
This all looks very nice and practicable. nv 
doubt, to the Democratic managers. The 
Journal, however, ventures the prediction that 
it will not work.

MURDERER BEHEADED. 

PARIS, Deo. 28.—The Chamber of Deputies to- 
day discussed the Senate’s amendment to the 
budget. Io the course of the debate M. Bouve- 
tier of the Right attacked the Government for 
going to extremes in secularizing schools. Pre- 
niier Floquet, in reply, declared his 
warmest approval of everything that had 
been done to sccularize the schools. The 
republic, he said, desired to free education from 
all religieus influence. M. Floquet’s speech 
was received with enthusiastis applause, und a 
motion to print and placard it throughout 
France was carried by a vote of 276 to 166. 

In spite of the advice of the Budget Commit- 
tee various credits suppressed by the Senate 
were reinstated, including one of 2,000,000r. 
for pensions. The budget will theréfore go back 
tv the Senate. 

Prado, the murderer of Marie Aguetant, his 
mistress, was guillutined this morning in the 
Place de la Roquette. He preserved a firm de- 
meanor,to the iast, He refused te make a con- 
fession and also declined the services of the 
Chaywain. 

An immense crowa collected outside the prison 
last night and remained until Prado had been 
decapitated. The rabble spent the time in sing- 
ing comic sougs and amusing themselvés 10 
other boisteruus ways. Prado slept well until 6 
o'clock this morning. He protested his inno- 
cense of the murder of Marie Aguetant to the 
last, and declaimed against the injustice of this 
world, He refused to disclose his real name, 
When the jailors arrived to pinion his l1@bs he 
offered no resistance, and while they were en- 
gaged in the operation he shed one tear, The 
sight of the guillotine appeared to hypnotize 
him. 

The Figaro says: ‘It has been decided to pro- 
vide tailways witha deuble line of rails con- 
verging at the eastern frontier. The roads are 
to cost 210,000,000f, It may be hoped that the 
enemy will allow us time to complete this use- 
ful work.” 

The Swiss papers protest against the employ- 
ment of Italian workmen in the work of fortify- 
ing the St. Gotnard tunnel, oh the ground that 
agents of the Italian Army will be benefited 
thereby through being able to study the plans 
of the works, 

A semi-official French note is published, deny- 
ing the atory printed by the pag eo ty of 
Rome tothe effect that the Bey of Tunis had 
issued a deoree ordering all foreign employes of 
the Tunis Government to become naturalized 
Frenchmen if they desired to retain their offices. 
The note declares that the story is the invention 
of an Italian wno was recently dismissed from 
the service of the Tunis Government for neg- 
leoting his duties. He would have received the 
sanie treatment had he been a Frenchman. 

A Tunis dispatch reiterates the denial of the 
decree story, and says that the rumor was per- 
haps due to Government measures to secure 
only French receivers of French exports under 
the new customs regulations. 

Admiral Krantz, Minister of Marine, will 
make an inspection of the defenses of Toulon in 
the early part of next year. He has submitted 
a@ scheme to the Government for forming an in- 
dependent squadron of the men-of-war compos- 
ing the Channel fleet. 

M. Antoine has sent 4 telegram from Metz 
denyiug the report that he would contest the 
vacant seat for the Seine Department. 

The election in the Department of the Seine 
to fill the vacant seat in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, for which Gen. Boulanger is a candidate, 
has been fixed tor Jan. 27.

He idolized his sister, and since her de- 
mise has often expressed the wish that he 
might join her. Last night he was slightly in- 
toxicated and in another of his despondent 
moods, which is assigned as the reason for his 
self-destruction.

WHAT THAT ROAD WOULD OBJECT TO 

GOING BACK TO THE OLD SYSTEM— 


OTHER RAILROAD NEWS. 

PITTSBURG, Dec. 28.—Thero is a rumor afloat 
that representatives of the trunk lines propose 
to try and have the inter-State law so amended 
that pooling will be allowed. The position of 
the Pennsyivania system regarding the question 
of pooling has been a matter of conjecture. It 
is known that some of its otticolals strongly ad- 
vocate amendments to the law, but not as re- 
gards the prohibiting of pooling. What they 
want is a more strict observance of the law and 
the infliction of penaltios upun those who do 
not live up to it, wneantng both shippers and 
railroad officials. They especially desire ihat it 
be compulsory that une classiticution be adopt- 
ed for all roads from ocean to ocean, so that the 
intent of thelaw cannot be gotten around by 
changing the olassitications, which meaus a 
change of rates at different points. 

An official of the Pennsylvania Company who 
— especial study tothe new law said 
to-day: 

*“Tdo not wish itto be understood that wa 
would tot go in with the other roads if the law 
were so amended, but We are not alxious to go 
back tothe old pooling system. Why? There 
isnotasystem in the country that can get 
along as Well without pooling as ean the Penn- 
sylvania lines, which include the Pan Hapdle 
and Fort Wayne. In the days of the tMnk 
line pool, the Pennsylvania lines were credited 
with giving prempter and better service than 
any other competing line. Shippers realized 
this fact, and the result was almply that 
we did tuore than our share of the 
business, more than was allotted to us by the 
pooling arrangement. Then we had to turn our 
excess of tonnage over to other lines, Claims 
were made by other lines when our tonnage ex- 
ceeded our allotment that we were cutting 
rates, and in fact if any road did a big business 
they were charged with cutting. 

“So far as the rumor is concerned about the 
railroad oflicials making an effort to have the 
law 60 amended as to permit pooling, there is 
nu truth in it, Itis true that the matter has 
been talked over, but there has been no con- 
certed action agreed upon.”

WORK ON THE ADDITION BEGUN. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Deo. 28.—The work of 
grading for the 10-mile section of the new 
Pennsylvania, Poughkeepsie and Boston Rail- 
road between Deckertown, N. J., and Pine Isl- 
and, N. Y., the Jaa@t-nmamed plaee being the 
southern terminus of the Pine Island Braneh of 
the Erie Railway, is now fairly under way. 
The chief engineer in charge is Samuel G. Prim- 
rose, with headquarters at Deckertown. The 
sub-contractors for the section are Warner & 


Andrews of Newburg, who havea forces of about 
200 Hungariaas and I[taliaus employed. Will- 
iam Baira of Pittaburg has the @ontract for 
building the whole line. 

The Pennsylvania, Poughkeepsie and Boston 
Company is the lawful owmer by purchase un- 
der foreclesure of mortyage of the preperty 
and franchises of the Slatington and New-Eng- 
land Railroad Company. The last-named com- 
pany was chartered about 10 years ago for the 
purpose of building a ruilroad between Slating 
ton, Penn., on the Lehigh Valley Ratlroad, via 
the Wind Gap unda bridge over the Delaware 
River at Portland, and therce across Warren 
atid Sussex Counties, N. J., to a cunnection at 
Pine Island with the Erie Railroad system. The 
length of the proposed line is abuut SO miles. 

Considerable work was done toward building 
the new road during the years 1881-2-3. The 
grading was completed between Slatington and 
the Delaware River, about 32 miles, and for 
about one-half the distance the rails were laid. 
A bridge was built over the Delaware River at 
Portiand. About 12 miles of roadbed were 
graded in Sussex Oounty, west of Deekertown, 
and other work in the way of building viaducts 
and bridges was dene at various points along 
the line, At this stage, after having expended 
nearly & million of dollars on the work, the 
company became invoived in financial dif- 
ficulties which ended in u suspension of opera- 
tions and bankruptoy. 

After much delay and litigation the property 
and franchises of the bankrupt company were 
sold at Newton, N. J., April 20, 1887, under 
foreclosure of a mortgage held by the Metro- 
politan Trust Oompany of New- York, as Trustee 
tor the bondholders. Lhe property was bought 
for himself and associates by William W. Gibbs, 
a Philadelphia capitalist, at that time President 
of the Pougnkeepsaie Bridge Company. The 
price paid was $50,000 cash, and an agreement 
to assume about $200,000 of unsatisfied liensand 
claims. The new owners at once proceeded to 
organize an association styled the Penpsyl- 
vania, Poughkeepsie and Boston Railroad Com- 
pany, with $1,000,000 eapital stock, ter the 
gala of completing the road on the original 
plan. 

The near-at-hand opening for traffic of the 
Poughkeepsie Bridge has given afresh impetus 
to the undertaking. Ata recent meeting of the 
stockholders in Philadelphia a partial reorgani- 
zation was effected by additions to the old Board 
of Directors of James W. Husted, Peekskill, N. 
Y.; James Roosevelt, Frank C. Hollins, Charles 
Sooy Smith, New-York City; George W. Murray. 
George W. Greene, Goshen, N. Y.; Charles T. 
McCabe, Philadelphia. Gen. J. W. Hustea was 
elected Presidentin place of Mr. Gibbs, resigned. 
More recently, as heretofore stated, the 
whole work of completing the line has 
been put under oontract, to be finishea 
by Sept. 1, 1889, and the work of 
grading has been recommenced at the New- 
York end. The important Eastern connections 
will be with the Erie Road at Pine Island and, 
via the Erie tracks, with the Poughkeepsie 
Bridge Company’s Road, now in course of cou- 
struction, at Campbell Hall. The managers of 
the new road expect a heavy coal trafiic 
between the Lehigh fields and New-England. 
The entire line between Blatington and the 
great bridge will be about 125 miles in length,

HCONOMIC JTJHEORLKS. 
PE eR 
AS DISCUSSED BY THE AMERICAN ECO- 
NOMIC ASSOCIATION, 

PHILADEDCPHIA, Dee. 28.—To-duy’s session of 
the Ameriean Economic Association at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania was well attended. 
Francis A. Walker, LI. D., presided. Prof. J. B. 
Clark of Smith College opéned the proceed- 
ings by reading the report of the Com- 
mittee on Economic Theories, of which 
committee he is Chairman. The report 
states that it is the desire of the 
committee that the same general terms to spec- 
ify certain objects be universally used in dis- 
cussing economic subjects from a scientific 


standpoint, and that means be taken to diffuse 
the theories and facts of economy all over the 
civilized world. Continuing, the report says: 

‘*Tdentity of phraseology in discussing the mean- 
ing to be attachod toa term is, of course, neither 
attainable nor desirable. ‘The thing te be hoped for 
is thata particuiar term may actually be made to 
designate one thing, and one only, in scientific dis- 
cussion.” 

The committee hopes to have papers prepared 
on these puints, which will be ready for reading 
atthe next annual meeting. The report was 
adopted. 

Thomas G. Shaarman of Brooklyn,ocommenting 
upon the report, said that he and others were 
disappointed that the committee bad not hut 
more scope, aud offered the fellowing, which 
was adopted: 

Resolved, 1. That the Committee on Labor be re- 
quested to inquire into and report upen the rela- 
tive distribution of cost between capital and labor 
in the production of goods. 

2. ‘That the Committee on Statistics be requested 
to consider what suggestions can usefally be made 
couceruing the census of 1890. 

On motion of Prof. G. M. Steele, Principal of 
Wesleyan Acadeiny, it was decided to invite the 
International Statistical Institute to meet here 
in 1892. 

Prof. William W. Folwell of the University of 
Minnesota then read a paper on ‘ The Iffect of 
Correct Analysis on Dvostrine in Political 
Economy,” and the session was opened by a 
paper on “* Philanthropy and Economics,” by 
Dr. A. G. Warner, Professor of Political Eoon- 
omy in the University of Nebraska,

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MINERKS* WANT 7HE PRICE OF 
POWDER REDUCED. 

THE DELAWARE, LACKAWANNA AND 
WESTERN COMPANY REFUSES TO 
MAKE ANY CHANGE. 

SCRANTON, Penn., Dec. 28.—The miners of the 
anthracite region are stirred up considerably 
over the powdor question, and it is the one 
topio of discussion among them to-day. Owing 
to the refusal of Superintendeat Storra of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Company 
to reduce the price from $3 to $2 a keg, as de- 
manded by a committee reprosenting all the 
company’s mines that waited on nim yesterday. 

In rasponse to a call issued some time since 
by District Assembly, No. 16, a convention at- 
tended by delegates from the Delaware, Lacka- 
Wanna and Western mines along the Wyoming 
and Laekawanna Valleys was held here yester- 
day and remained in session unt?! late lastnight, 
deliberating as to the best course to be pur- 
sued for the purpose of securing the desired re- 
duetion. which would be considered as equiva- 
lent to an advance in wages. All the miners in 
the region are in sympathy with the movement 
to bring down the price of powderto what it 
wasin war times, and as most of the other 
companies and individuat coal operators are 
governed by the action of the Delaware, Lack- 
awannaand Western Company it was decided 
to make the demand tirst upon that corporation. 


Accordingly a committee was appeinted to 
walt upon General Coal Agent W. R, Storrs at 
his office and state the case to him from the 
standpoint of the workmen. 
They represented that the price charged for 
powder by the mining companies—$3 per keg— 
to their miners was far in excessof what it 
could be bought for elsewhere, and respectfully 
asked that it be reduced it $2 per keg, which 
would still leave the companies & handsome 
protit on this item in the expense of the work of 
mining. Mr. P. C. Devers of Kingaton, Chair- 
man of the committee, was spekesman on the 
part of the miners and submitted the creden- 
tials of the delegates to Mr. Storrs, at the same 
time asking whether he would give audience te 
the entire convention. 
Mr. Storrs replied that ha would hear the.con- 
vention if it so desired, but he could talk to five 
men as readily as to fifty. He also stated most 
emphatically that he would not make any re- 
duction in the price of mining powder to the 
men, nor would he treat with persons who did 
not represent his miners. At this point he was 
informed that he would be required to face 
every miner employed by the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western Company, asthey felt 
to a man that the high price of powder was an 
imposition which they should not tolerate. The 
company would neither reduce the price nor 
let its minera buy elsewhere, and thoy felt that 
this was unjust and unfair. 

Mr. Storrs in answer to this said that the 
question could notin any event be considered 
before Spring, and if the company made a re- 
duction in the price of powder it would be com- 
pelled to advance the price of other things, 
such, for instunce, as the rent art's company 
houses,” occupied by the men, and the price of 
prepared coal, whieh is furnished at a nominal 
eost to the company’s employes. The committee 
then asked whether the company would permit 
the miners to purchase pewder where it could be 
bought to the best advantage, and Mr. Storrs 
replied that if the miners bought powder from 
agents who sell it cheaper than the Delaware 
Laekawanna and Western Company it coul 
not be used because of its inferior quajity, and 
smoke-creating character. He called the atten- 
tion of the committee to an agreement made 
between the coal companies nd their men 
about 1864, when it was stipulated that the 
price of powder should remain at $3 a keg, no 
matter how highit went in the market. He 
coneiuded by declaring that there would be ne 
reduction. 

The committes reported the result of the in- 
terview to the convention, and, after a long and 
lively session, it was decided to hold mass 
meetings on Saturday next at Dunmore and 
Pittston for the purpose of arousing public 
sentiment on the subject. George 8. Boyle, who 
is prominent as alabor writer and lecturer, was 
here last night, and gives the following interest- 
ing facts in connection with the powder ques- 
tion: 


“There are in all about 300 collieries in the terri- 
tory between Shickshinny and Forest City? Sus- 
quehanna County. The numberof miners «ployed 
therein, a8 Dear as can be estimated, is abuu. 23,000. 
The total consumption of powder during the year 
18x86 was 568,169 kegs, or an aggregate total cost 
to the miners of $1,678,896 25. Information from 
reliable sources proves conclusively that the net 
profit to the companies of this region on powder 
sold to the 23,000 miners in one year amounted to 
£930,276 55. The average retail prices charged by 
the Susquehanna Coal Company for 10 years past 
has not been less than $3 per kee. This company 
sold to #68 miners in 1886, according to the ine 
Inspector’s report, 40,706 kegs at @ total cost of 
$122,118, making a clear profit on powder alone of 
$69,200 20. 

“The Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Coal 
Company, which ranks among the largest corpo- 
rations in the anthracite region, sold{to its miners 
in 1886, 65,727 kegs of powder at $3 per keg. 
Their profit in that year was $111,735 90 on pow- 
der, All the other companies operating in this 
coal field have for many years regulated the rate of 
wages and methods of dealing with their miners 
upon the same general plan as that adopted by the 
Delaware. Lackawanna and Western, the Susque- 
hanna Coal Company, and the Belaware and Hud- 
son Company. 

“In the Schuylkill and Shamokin region the 
Philadelphia and Reading Coaland Iron Company 
is the leading interest, and it isa matter of fact 
and history that while the product of its mines is 
soldin the same market and at the same price as 
the anthracite of this region yet the rate of wages 
under the Reading and all other companies in 
Sohuylkill is considerably higher than: in the 
Wyoming region. In the matter of mine supplies 
powder Is furnished to the Reading Company’s 
miners at $1 50 a keg. 

“In the Wyoming region Master Workman Kirk 
and other members of the Division Executive Boara 
had conferences with the General Superintendents 
of several of the large companies. Superiutendent 
Thomas H. Phillips of the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre 
Coal Company stated that while he was quite will- 
ing to discuss the matter on its merits, he would be 
unable to grant the request or give any definite 
answer until the matter could be properly sub- 
mitted to the Board of Directors. He also re- 
ferred to the fact that the Lehigh and 
Wilkesbarre Coal Company are supplying 
powder to their miners for $2 75 per keg 
while other companies are charging $3 for t 
quality. Therefore, he asked whether under the 
circumstances the miners expected them te reduce 
the present price to$l 75 per keg? It was said in 
reply that the uniform reduction of $1 per keg, if 
granted, would still leave an ample margin of profit, 
as the price under the agreement made by the men 
and companies in the Shamokin and Schuylkill 
region was but$1 50 per keg.” 

It will be seen from this that the question is 
one of great importance to the miners, ap | un- 
less some concession is made by the companies 
itis not unlikely that it may lead to a strike 
early in the new year. ' 





NEW GOVERNMENT WARRHOUSES. 

There is a prospect that there will be 
something approaching a lively time at the 
next meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, 
when the gentlemen who advocatea aown-town 
site for the new Gevernment warehouses cross 
swords again with the champions of an up- 
town situation. A majority of the Chamber 
voted in favor of the up-town plam at the last 
meeting, but the down-town people were not 
disheartened. 

Members of the Unamber have received lately 
circulars from a committee composed ef Henry 
Hentz, Louis Windmulier, and Nathaniel Niles 
which asks permissien to attach their names 
to @ petition favoring a down-town site. Mr. 
Hentz said yesterday that he understood a 
number of replies had been received bearing 
names of members who want the Battery site 
chosen. 

In the meantime the up-town people have a 
circular out, too, and both sides are working 
hard. 





QUESTION OF OLASSIFICATION.

two years and seven months to accomplish, 
had beep made created great excitement in 


that city last night. City Attorney Bergen said 
in reply to inquires by a TIMES reporter: 

“Ttlooks now as if the Adjustment Commis- 
sioners were actually going to finish their labors. 
[have just reeeived a netefrom ex-Goy. Ludlow 
in which he says that the reperi of the reassess- 
ment on the property in the Eighth Ward, which 
is the last one, will be ready in a few days, This 
will wind up this fameus commission.” 

The Commissiouers were appointed urder the 
Martin act by the Ciroult Court of Union County 
in May, 1886. Those who understood the situa- 
tion ef the city at the time the appointmeuts were 
made saia that the work could be done In seven 
or eight months and at a cest not exceeding 
$10,000 or $12,000. The salary ef the Commis: 
sioners was fixed at $3,000 a yeareaeh. They 
were allowed a clerk or secretary at a salary of 
$2,000. The city alsoemployed a number of 
clerks to assist the Commissieners in making 
searches, &c., in the Controller’s office. The 
Commissioners have been at werk two years 
and seven mopths, the city has expended a 
little over $40,000, and yet the werk is not 
entirely finished. 

Speaking ef the matter, a prominent oity of- 
ficial said to THE TIMES'S reporter: 

“The Commissioners have @ little scheme 6n 
foot by which they iatend to remain in office 
abouta year longer. They say tnat they have 
negleeted to keep a careful record, of their pro- 
ceedings and that they wish a little extra time 
to compile such aone. Azgsoon as this last re- 
port is in, the eourts will be appealed to to stop 
their salaries, and then if they wish to compile 
their record they are welcome to do so, but 
without compenaation. The citizens of Eliza- 
beth need no such report. They are, I think, 
familiar enough with the matter already.”

The sale of the historical collection of 
coins, medals, and tokens made by Gerala EF. 


Hart was completed yesterday at the auction | 


rooms of George A. Leavitt & Co, The total 
amount realized for the three days’ sale was 


$4,275 94. Mr. E. Frossard, who had compiled | 


the catalogue of the coins, sald that the results 
had exceeded his expectations by $700, although 
the entire collection had cost Mr. Hart some 
ten thousand dollars. Mr. Frossard had bought 
ceins for 50 different persons who did not care 
to have their names published. The Chapman 
Brothers, coin dealers in Philadelphia, were 
also large buyers, both for themselves and for 


customers, Scott & Co. and William P. Brown, 
dealers in this city, also purchased, and among 
the private buyers were H. P. Smith, Mr. Jen- 
kins of Albany, Dr. Wiener and Mr. Barlow of 
New-York, and C, L. Podhaiskti. 

The lot sold yesterday consisted of coins and 
tokens of Canada. Many of them were of very 
base metal, but valuable for their rarity and 
historical assoolations, and several brought high 
prices. A lot of Hudson Bay Company tokens 
were sold for $27. One of them, a brass token, 
had the arms of the company surmounted by a 
sable and supported by stags. with the words 
** Pro Pelle Cutem” on the label oeneath. 

A bank token of the Bank of Montreal, 1838, 
showing a side view of the bank bullding, and 
on the revorse the oval shield of the city, and 
the words “ Bauk token. One penny,” which 
was obtained from an English collection, and 
originally cost $75. was see for $51. A half 
penny type of the same Kind of token went for 
$29, A side view penny of the Bank of Montreal 
brought $53. A steamboat four-pence tuken of 
lead sold ter $20 75. 

A half-penny copper taken of Upper Canada 
went for $50. It represented Britannia pre- 
senting twochildren to America. It is said to 
be a Very rare coin. 

A lot of communion tokens issued by the Pres- 
byterian Churches of Canada and also of the 
United States were sold on an average of $2 
each. They are of tin, pewter, and lead, and 
are said to have been issued to permit Presby- 
teriaos who were in good standing to partake 
of the communion. One of these of the date of 
1784, that had on the reverse a burning bush, 
was said to have been issued by the Presbyteri- 
an Church, Halifax, that was founded in 1750 
by the Rev. Aaron Cleveland, an ancestor of 
President Cleveland.

BROOKLYN'S FLOODED DISTRIOTS. 

The annual report of Corporation Counsel 
Jenks of Brooklyn, submitted to Mayor Chapin 
yesterday, shows that during the past year 
judgments aggregating $74,760 50 were recoy- 
ered against the eity. Of this sum $42,179 13 


was for damages sustained in the ‘flooded’ 
distriets. These flooded district cases are con- 
Blantly coming up, and on this subject Mr. 
Jenks says: 

**So longas the Seifert case stands as the law, 
80 long as the sewer capacity of the city is inade- 
quate to the neighborhood for whichit is pianned 
and constructed, and therefore after severe rain- 
falls casts up these floods onthe premises of the 
people, just so long will these litigations continue 
to come upon us. The Commissioner of City 
Works is aware of the urgency of the matter, and 
through his courtesy I have examined a pian for re- 
lief devised by him and by Mr. Van Buren, the chief 
engineer. That plan, which seems practicable and 
adequate, is to be embodied in detail in the 
annual report of the Department of City Works. I 
recommend its adoption and {ts execution. Even 
though the present laws may be suflicient to fur- 
nish the meaus of payment it may bé deemed wise 
in our municipal financiering to obtain legislative 
authority fer the issue of bonds for such purpose. 
It this be done, the annual interest on the bonds 
wouid not by much exceed the amount which we 
must expect to pay in judgments so long as this 
nuisance exists. A system of adequate relief would, 
of coursé, stop fature litigation.” 

The report of Health Commissioner Griffin 
was also filed yesterday. It contains an as- 
count of the manner in which smallpox was 
canes out -last Spring and recommends the 
building of a pesthouse in Flatbush to cost 
$65,000. Dr. Griffith advises the abolitien of 
slaughter houses because they/are breeders of 
disease and the establishment of an abattoir 
somewhere on the water front.

DENNING'S STATE DEER PARK, 


THE SITE WELL ADAPTED FOR THE 


PURPOSES IN VIEW. 

DenninG, N. Y., Deo. 28.—Out here in the 
wilds of Ulster County the work of preparing 
the State Deer Park, authorized last Summer by 
the State Forest Commissioners, is rapidly being 
completed. The 200 acres, which have been in- 
closed, are admirably adapted for the purpose 
in view. There aro hillsides and valleys, where 
many rich varieties of vegetation grow lux- 
uriantly, affording prelific pasturage. There 
are small lakes, trout streams, and purling 


brooks in abundanee. Viewed from the stand- 
oint of the cover of the picturesque some por- 
ions une the State domain here are indescribably 
gran 

Much of the territory has seldom or never 
been traversed by man, Seclusion reigus 6u- 
preme, save when tbe grow! of a bear, the cry 
of an occasional wildcat, or the flutter made by 
the wings of partridges break the stillness, The 
trout streams in years to come will prove a 
source of unbounded pleasure to anglers. The 
charming panorama of mountain and dale, 
when stage lines and lateron perhaps @ rail- 
road line will have been built, will open up a 
new field where rest, tranquillity and a pure 
atmosphere can be enjoyed by jaded New-York- 
ers, errno 

On. the park a lodge and block house have 
been built, and sheds are In course of censtruc- 
tion where the young deer can run for shelter 
when severe storms aro experienced, Adam 
has been ereeted across the west branch of the 
Neversink, portions of which have been known 
to anglers as a famous trout stream for several 
seasons past. The water thus dammed creates 
@ large shallow pona, near which several of the 
sheds will be placed. Nearly all the work has 
been dene under the superintendency of Uriah 
Satterlee of this township, In a vwery short 
period of time deer will be placed in the in- 
closure, andthe State Park will be a credit to 
the State and to the Forest Commissioners. 

The Commissioners contemplate stocking the, 
park with other game, and there are reasonaple 
grounds for presuming that their efforts will be 
successful. It is believed that the English 
pheasant and hare oan be domesticated here. 
As itis, it ia a great country for rabbits, and 
many hunters of late have bagged many braces 
of fine partridges. 

The State lands are being watched as they 
never have been watohed before. In past yeurs 
great quantities of timber were cut by trespas- 
sera and hauled away in sleighs. All this, how- 
ever, has been stopped. All the State domuin, 
including the deer park, will be kept clear of 
vandal woodchoppers and of pot hunters, as far 
as is possible. :

STATISTICS. 


THE NATIVE AMERICAN 


HIS OWN. 

NEw-HAVEN, Deo. 28.—The annual report of 
Superintendent of the Registration of Vital Sta- 
tistics Lindsley of this eity for 1887 has been 
completed for submission to Gov. Leunsbury. 

It gives the population of the State as 727,276, 
the births, 16,583, about evenly divided between 
the sexes, and a birth rate of 22 for each 1,000 
of population. There were 5,788 marriages 
and 12,385 deaths, or 17 for each 1,000 of popu- 
lation. It shows the cities are growing faster 
than thecountry towns. Fifty towns registered 
a greater number of deaths than births. Beacon 
Falls, a little manufacturing town, has the re- 
markable birth rate of 47.5 to the 1,000. Pros- 
peot had no births for the year. 

An interesting feature of the report is the 
calculation that tne percentage of children 
bern of American parents is net decreasing. It 
was 45 per cent. in 1878 and 45.5 in 1887. The 
children born of foreign parents were 41 per 
cent. of the whole in 1878 and 31.8 in 1887. 
Between these dates the children bern of mixed 
perentere increased from 9 to 15.3 per cent. 

he native stock is thus seen to be doing better 
than holding its own. 

The marriages numbered 291 more than in 
1886—a rate of 7.97 per 1,000. One bride was 
married for the fifth time and nine grooms for 
the fourth. 

Of divorces there were 387, or 1 to every 15 
marriages, being 100 less than in 1874, when 
high-water mark was reached. 

The death rate was highest in Middlesex 
County, 18.9, and lewest in Licchtiela, 14. 
Waterbury has the largest city death rate, 24.8, 
and Greenwich the smallest, 12. Consumption 
was the most fatal disease, having occasioned 
1,500 deaths. Six hundred and twenty-three 
persons died from eld axe.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, fair, warmer weather. 





President CLEVELAND’S letter read at the 
tariff-reform banquet in Boston shows that 
he is nowise cast down by the result of the 
election. His confidence in the speedy tri- 
umph of the cause of tariff reform is un- 
shaken, because he has faith in the intelli- 
gence of the people and the possibility of 
freeing it from darkness and delusion. 
The tone of the letter indicates that he 
ekorishes no regret that he voluntarily sac- 
rificed his chance of re-election by standing 
boldly forth as the champion of reform 
in the interest of the people of the United 
States before they were prepared to appre- 
ciate his position and give him the support 
which the cause demanded. The confi- 
dence and hopefulness of the letter shows 
the clearness cf the Prosident’s vision and 
is calculated to inspire the friends of re- 
form to continued earnestness in their 
elforts. 














Two Republican members of the present 
House, both of whom have been re-elected, 
are ill, and their ability to resume their 
seats either in this or the next Congress is 
doubtful. This fact and other possibilities 
of the same kind may have much to do 
with the prospect of an extra session after 
March 4.’ Should certificates be given to 
the two Republicans in West Virginia and 
‘the one in Tennessee whose cases have been 
subject of some dispute the party majority 
jn the new House would be only seven. 
Without these it would be reduced to one. 
The enforced absence of the death of a very 
small number of Representatives might 
prove a serious matter in organizing the 
House, and it is not likely that that pro- 
ceeding will be pestponed until next De- 
cember, to say nothing of the probability 
of a failure to pass any measuro for the re- 
auction of revenue. 








It is gratifying to know that the Repub- 
lican Club is, after all, notin favor of ex- 
eluding anybody from its membership by 
reason of his race or his creed. The decla- 
ration does honor tothe club, and should 
prevent it from being regarded henceforth 
as a narrow and intolorant Aryan organiza- 
tion, since it shows an entire willingness 
to comprehend the Semitic and the Hamitic 
branches of the human family. Of course, 
jndividual members will in the future as in 
the past exercise the prerogative of black- 
balling any candidate to whom they object. 
If they should exercise this prerogative upon 
a Hebrew candidate, or even a candidate 
erroncously supposed to be a Hebrew, he 
will have the consolation, which has not 
hitherto been available to him, of reflecting 
‘that he is rejected not because he is a He- 
“brew, but because he is personally offensive. 
This ought to be very gratifying and to lead 
to a pleasanter state of feeling all around. 
With regard to Mr. PERLEY the olub takes 
‘no step backward. It does not condescend 
‘to deny that it blackballed, ‘him as a Boy, 
and that it will continue to blackball Boys 
Boys. It will be interesting to note the

It is noticeable that among the persons 
who have visited Mr. HARRISON in the last 
five or six weeks are several who were con- 
nected under Administrations preceding 
that of Mr. CLEVELAND with notorious 
land jobs or postal frauds. Some of these 
persons have been interested in frauds of 
both of these kinds. Money fraudulently 
taken from the people by means of star- 
route contracts was used by adventurers in 
the Southwest for the acquiremené of an in- 
terest in fraudulent land-grant schemes. 
An interest in jobs cf one kind opened the 
way to an interest in jobs of another class 
not less fraudulent. When Mr. HARRISON 
is urged to give the Federal offices in a Terri- 
tory to certain persons he should inquire 
as tothe records of those from whom the 
advice comes. Advice of this kind from 
New-Mexico should ha subjected to careful 
examination. No other part of the country 
has been so cursed by the schemes of land 
thieves. If Mr. Harrison shall now be- 
come informed as to the history and char- 
acter of those visitors who offer him advice 
as to appointments in this Territory and in 
others, and shall wisely use the information 
obtained, he will avoid considerable em- 
barrassment hereafter. 








The fishery dispute between France and 
England growing out of the Newfoundland 
bait act offers a fresh illustration of the 
extraordinary vitality of that form of con- 
troversy. French fishermen plied their vo- 
cation on the Banks fully three and a half 
centuries ago, and from that time to this 
their rights and wrongs have been the sub- 
ject of quarrels and even of wars. This 
present grievance, discussed the other day 
in the French Senate, was described by M. 
GOBLET as a violation of the treaty of 
Utreeht, and that treaty was made as long 
ago as 1713. But it is undoubtedly true 
that the immediate act complained of, that 
of prohibiting the sale of -bait to French 
fishermen, was a direct recent aggression 
on, the part of the Newfoundland Legislat- 
ure, after a period of comparative pcace. 
This action is defended on the ground that 
the bounties granted by France to her fish- 
ermen, amounting in some cases to more 
than half the value of the catch, are ruin- 
ing Canadian trade in some markets. The 
rejoinder of France comes in the shape of a 
projected removal of British lobster-can- 
ning factories from the French shores, 
where they have been hitherto suffered to 
stay asafavor. Any fishery controversy is 
usually difficult to settle peacefully, and 
the one now going on between France and 
England may prove a long one. 








The dispatches from Zanzibar show some 
of the difficulties in the way of suppressing 
the slave trade there. One element avail- 
able against the slave traders is furnished by 
the missionaries, who have a great many sta- 
tions around Lakes Nyassa and Tanganyika 
and Albert and Victoria Nyanza and-be- 
tween those regions and the coast. These 
include Protestant and Catholic missions, 
and a point on which German, English, and 
Scotch missionaries agree is the enormity 
of this traffic in human beings and the 
need of opposing it at all hazards. Some of 
them have shown themselves of the church 
militant in this respect, having repeatedly 
fought the slave traders. The appeals of 
Cardinal LAVIGERIE are well known and are 
founded on personal observation, From 
the missionaries have been gathered some 
of the most startling statistics as to the ex- 
tent of this traffic. The alleged tripartite 
agreement between the Sultan, the Arab 
traders, and the English East Africa Com- 
pany, whose authenticity is denied in the 
current dispatches, refers to the English 
missions as being obliged to restore runa- 
way slaves to their owners. It is safo to say 
that they would not agree to anything of 
the sert. 








A CHANCE FOR A RECORD. 


Tho Republican Party in this State has an 
unusual opportunity for making a record 
that shall win back some of the lest con- 
fidence of the people, and the coming ses- 
sion of the Legislature will afford a good 
chance for beginning it. This onportunity 
is due to the fatuous course of the Demo- 
crats of the State for the last year in ac- 
cepting Gov. Hint as the exemplar of 
their political methods, a course which 
led to the defest of tho party 
in the Presidential election. Thoy came 
into power four years ago as a party 
of reform, and their only means of retain- 
ing power was to fulfill the promises then 
made, So far as a national policy was 
concerned they made a creditable effort, 
but the organization in this State speedily 
sank toitsold level. The first step in its 
degradation was the election to the office 
of Governor in 1885, through a defection 
in the ranks of its opponents, of a spoils- 
man and a demagogue of the worst type. 
His record in office was in keeping with his 
character, but his party not only sup- 
ported him in his misdoings, but gave him 
the vindication of a renomination. 

For various reasons Mr. HILw’s re-elec- 
tion cannot be taken as an evidence that 
his course and that of his party had the ap- 
proval of a majority of the people. Hoe was 
supported reluctantly by thousands of 
Democrats on party grounds, entirely apart 


liance with the liquor interest and the cor- 
runt trading of votes on the Electoral 
ticket did the rest. Had he stood alone on 
his record he would have been defeated, as 
the increased Republican vote for members 
of the Assembly clearly indicates. That 
vote alone showed tie effect of State ques- 
tions in the election. Gov. Hin. is the em- 
bodiment of corrupt methods in politics 
and in official’ life and of oppositicn to 
every wholesome reform, and the Demo- 
cratic Party of thé State, by accepting him 
as its chief exponent, has lowered itself to 
bis level. Itis in alliancé with the liquor 
interest and opposed to curtailing the 
saloon power in politics. It has put itself 
in opposition to electoral reform, and there- 
by given countenance to the corrupt influ- 
ences that vitiate elections. 

These facts give .the Republicans an 
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from his own official conduct, and the al- 
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They may strengthen the zeal of partisans, 
gain to themselves independents, and win 
even from the ranks of their opponents by 
an intelligent, aggressive, and high-minded 
policy of reform and progress. There will 
be many questions before the Legislature 
at the coming session which will enable 
them to begin the making of a new record. 
Let them pass a stringent excise law and a 
ballot-reform measure, deal intelligently 
and honestly with the prison labor question, 
accord to cities a reasonable measure of 
local self-government, and show through- 
out the session a high regard for the public 
interests, and they will gain more for their 
party than itis possible to gain by tryizg 
to cater to this or that interest or class. 
Favor to an interest or class alienates more 
than it wins. 

If Republican efforts at good legislatioy 
are defeated by the Governor’s veto it will 
be unfortunate for the State and also for 
the Governor and his party, but it will not 
detract from the credit of those who make 
the efforts. It will put them ina strong 
position for the political contests that are 
tocome. It will give them a clear issue and 
strong vantage ground for the next canvass, 
when a new Legislature and the less im- 
portant State officers are to be chosen. If the 
result then should vindicate the wisdom of 
their course, as we are sure it would, they 
would be in a‘position to make themselves 
still stronger with the people, and to carry 
out the policy of reform which they had 
initiated, When the time came again for 
the election of a Governor they could gain 
control of the State and put an end to the 
careér of Hint. The best way to command 
the confidence and suvport of the people is 
by a straightforward policy that clearly 
aims to promote and conserve the highest 
interests of the public. The opportunity is 
before the Republicans of this State, and its 
representatives in the Legislature will show 
during the session soon to begin whether 
they are capable of profiting by the mis- 
takes and weaknesses of their opponents. 








THE UNFINISHED CANAL. 

Representatives of the Panama Canal 
Company are again making estimates of the 
cost of completing the canal, for the enlight- 
enment of bondholders, buf M. DE LESSEPS 
is not one of thosewho are doing this. His 
estimates might not be accepted by some of 
the bondholders, although it is probable 
that even now they would not be ques- 
tioned by amajority of the investors. M. 
MARTINEAU, who has been connected with 
the company’s work on the isthmus for two 
years, assured a meeting of 4,000 bond- 
holders on Thrrsday last that an additional 
outlay of $80,000,000 would complete the 
waterway, and that the work could be done 
in three years. M. pE LESSEPsS’s latest 
promise was that the canal would be opened 
to traffic in February, 1890. M. Marti- 
NEAU would postpone the opening for near- 
ly two years beyond that dat». The Chair- 
man of the mecting, Count DILHAuv, told 
tho bondholders that M. MARTINEAU’S 
figures and estimates were trustworthy. 
In this country Col. A. L. RIVES, manager 
of the Panama Railroad, which the canal 
company owns, predicts that the canal will 
be epened in 1892, and says that the re- 
mainder of the werk can be done for $100,- 
000,000. ‘ 
But if it be true that the canal could be 
finished in thrée years at an additional cost 
of $80,000,000 or $100,000,000, how can 
the money be obtained? .Evenif the pres- 
ent company were not bankrupt, it could 
not borrow the required sum. Before it 
was compelled to suspend the payment of 
inierest on its bonds it was unable to bor- 
row enough to pay current expenses, even 
with the aid of an attractive lottery scheme 
that had been approved by the Govern- 
ment. Evenif the old company should be 
re-established by legislation modifying the 
general laws, it could not procure the addi- 
tional capital that is needed. Several 
plans for the formation of a new company 
have been under consideration in Paris. 
But could a new company raise the money ? 
The leading financial journal of Trauce, 
L’Economiste, foresaw the failure of the 
company’s last appeal for moncy, pointed 
out that a judicial liquidation must pre- 
cede any reorganization upon a substantial 
basis, and showed what would be the value 
of the company’s securities after liquida- 
tion. It reminded those engaged in the un- 
dertaking that any arrangement not pre- 
ceded by a judicial liquidation could have 
no legal validity unless it sheuld be ac-: 
cepted and supported by every bondbhoider. 
But the unanimous support of hundreds of 
thousands of bondholders could not be ob- 
tained. So long as there should be danger 
of complaint or protest on the part of any 
bondholder no new arrangement could 
have that legal foundation without which 
the confidence of the public would be 
sought in vain.’ 

As for the value of the securities in liqui- 
dation, I’? Economiste declared that the cap- 
ital stock and founders’ shares ($60,000,- 
000) would be wiped out. Something might 
be saved for the holders of bonds, The in- 
stallments of the purchase money stili to be 
paid for the lottery bonds amounted to 
$15,000,000. The company had in obedi- 
ence to the law deposited $20,600,000 as a 
fund to insure the redemption of these 
bonds and the payment of prizes, and, as 
less than half of the bonds were sold, the 
company might reclaim about half of this 
deposit. If $4,000,000 should be allowed for 
the sale of real estate and material on the 
Isthmus, the assets of the company might 
be as much as $28,000,000 or $30,000,000, 
not including the railway, and privileged 
debts might reduce this to $20,000,000. 
L’ Economiste estimated that the division of 
this sum would yield for payment to bond- 
holders something less than 10 per cent. of 
the sum actually invested by them, altheuch 
the payments in the case of lottery bends 
would be greater, owing to the holders’ 
rights to prizes and the redemption of obli- 
gations. 

What would a new company be willing to 
pay for the old company’s concession and 
the work already done on the Isthmus? 
L’Economiste, whose editor has for years 
studied carefully the company’s condition, 
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in steck ontitled to only contingent divi- 
dends. Moreover, no new company would 
touch the enterprise, as we havo said here- 
tofore, without first making a careful in- 
spection of the work, reviewing and chang- 
ing the plans, preparing new estimates, and 
procuring fresh information for itself with 
respect to every part of the undertaking. 

It does not seem probable to us that, after 
making a thorough inquiry, a new company 
would consent to pay anything to the old 
one except for real estate and machinery. 
It is possibile that a new company would 
reject the plans in accordance with which 
work has recently been done. It would 
discover a demand for so large a sum to 
be used in completing the waterway that 
it would, in all probability, be unwilling 
to increase its obligations by paying a 
dollar to the bankrupt company for its 
rights on the Isthmus. This, it seems 
to us, would be the attitude of a new com- 
pany composed of honest and intelligent 
men and possossing all the information 
about the canal that such men could de- 
sire. But a new company resembling the 
oldone and willing to use methods like 
those of the old one might be much more 
liberal to the bankrupt organization. The 
history of such a company would be, how- 
ever, very much like that of its predecessor.. 








HOSPITAL SUNDAY. 

To-morrow is Hospital Sunday. It is a 
day on which the twenty-seven hospitals 
represented in the Hospital Saturday and 
Sunday Association unitein asking for the 
gifts of the benevolent in the city’s mani- 
fold places of worship. This appeal for 
charity in behalf of the suffering poor comes 
to our people in the midst of their holiday- 
makings—between the day of glad tidings 
and the day upon which all things begin 
anew. Itis a‘period most fit for consecra- 
tion—it is a time when the better side of 
our human nature most readily responds to 
an appeal for unselfish charity. Numerous 
as are the testimonies of a gencrous benevo- 
lence among ourpeople there is no object 
more worthy of support thar thisassociated 
hospital movement. Nothing that is merely 
sectarian has a place in it, and it offers the 
spirit of humanity “a fitting opportunity to 
express itself to a common end through 
every channel of aspiration and helpfulness. 
During the past week, through auxiliary 
associations or authorized committees, the 
exchanges and leading trades have been 
thoroughly canvassed, and the secular 
world has met the demand upon it in a 
most generous spirit. To-morrow the re- 
ligious world, in its chosen places of wor- 
ship, will be asked from hundreds of pul- 
pits to do its share of the good work, and 
who can doubt that the response will be 
equally generous? And thus the annual 
in-gathering for the succoring of the suf- 
fering poor will be fittingly completed. 
During the past year the associated hos- 
pitals accepted nearly 9,000 free patients, 
and this out of a total of about 12,000 
cared for in their wards. In addition to 
this goodly showing fully 130,000 individ- 
uals received free medical or surgical aid 
through the dispensaries connected with 
these institutions, and to carry on this work 
involved an expenditure of $765,781, 
toward which amount $129,180 was re- 
ceived as income from invested funds, 
$167,495 from paying patients, $28,221 
from the city, thus leaving $440,884 to be 
obtained from the benevolént public. These 
figures are highly suggestive. Thoy repre- 
sent a great need, and it was to meet this 
need, ever growing with the city’s growth, 
(and indeed going in advance of it by rea- 
son of the character of the more recent ac- 
cessions to eur population,) that Hospital 
Saturday and Sunday were instituted. 
One of the chief aims of the association 
has been to develop the city’s free hospital 
service, and the growth of this most im- 
portant feature since the institution of 
Hospital Saturday and Sunday is certainly 
quite extraordinary. In 1881, the secend 
year of the movement, the hospitals then 
composing the association reported a com- 
bined free service of 220,183 days of hos- 
pital care. These same hospitals this year 
report a free service aggregating 510,286 
days, an increase of over 40 per cent. In 
addition to this six hospitals, now members 
of the association, have been founded since 
1881. These aggregate a free service of 
45,256 days, making a total increase (with 
the older hospitals of the association)of 135,- 
359 days, or an increase in free service by 
the hospitals of the association of over 60 
per cent. within a period of seven years, 
while the city’s growth during the same 
time has probably not been above a third 
of this ratio. 

About a work making such a showing lit- 
tle need be said to commend it to public 
confidence and support. It makes its own 
appeal. It speaks most eloquently through 
its practical charity. It should be regarded 
as a privilege to help on thegood work bya 
generous gift on Hospital Sunday. 








SITES FOR ARMORIES. 

It is declared that the Seventy-first Regi- 
ment does not desire the site for an armory 
which the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund have declined toallotit. The mem- 
bers of the regiment wish for an armory in 
Harlem, and if they are to have quarters in 
the central part of the city, object to the 
unoccupied corner of Fourth-avenue and 
Thirty-third-strect as being on low ground 
and also as being opposite a car stable. 
This last objection will soon cease to have 
any validity if the experiment of electric 
motors which the Fourth-Avenue Railroad 
has been authorized to try should turn out 
to be successful, and the other objection 
does not seem to have much weight. 

It has been made evident that the wishes 
of the regiments to be accommodated as to 
the choice of sites for their armories are 
determined not so much by military as by 
social considerations. They desire to bein 
the most fashionable neighborhoods pas- 
sible, and their desires have been so far 
yielded to that the new armories have been 
disposed without much reference to what 
ought to be the controlling question, the 
question of efficiency. That part of the 
city abreast of Central Park is as little ex- 
posed to riot as any other, and it is in this 
region that all the new armories thus far 
have been established. 
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National Guard ought not to determine the 
question of sites. The plan of providing 
regimental armories is very costly and if it 
referred merely to the housing of such a 
militia as we have now would bean inde- 
fensible extravagance. Ifitcan bejustified 
at all, itis only upon the ground that the 
provision of suitable armories and drill 
rooms will greatly increase the number as 
well as the efficiency of our citizen soldiery. 
This double increase ought to be the first 
care of members of the Armory Board and 
of the Sinking Fund Commission, and it 
will not necessarily be promoted by the es- 
tablishment of clubhouses in the quarters 
most eligible for the existing regiménts. 
We do not at ail mean to belittle the value 
of the social clement in the militia. It isin- 
dispensable to the efficiency of any militia 
under our voluntary system, and is capable 
of great public usefulness. Only it is a 
means to an end, and should not be re- 
garded as more important than the end. 

It was Recorder Smytn, we believe, who 

pointed out, several years ago, when tho 
subject came up for discussion, that the 
city did not possess a single defensible 
armory below Fourteenth-street. Yet this 
is precisely the quarter which is at once 
most vulnerable in case of disorder and 
most exposed to disorder. If a really 
formidable mob arose in New-York the 
objects of its attack would be the banks 
and the stores, and armories should be es- 
tablished where they would be of most use 
in the defense of these threatened interests. 
Mere accessibility to the members, a prime 
consideration in choosing a site for a club- 
house, is a secondary consideration in choos- 
ing asite for an armory. Moreover, there 
is a large population of able-bodied young 
men in the districts for which no provision 
is made to whom the social privileges of an 
armory would be a powerful attraction, and 
theso are the men whom it is particularly 
desirable to attract, since their surround- 
ings make it likely that, in the event of a 
riot, if they were not already enlisted on 
the side of order, they would be found 
among the rioters. 
Probably the best thing that could have 
been done when the armories were first 
authorized would have been to establish 
their sites throughout the city according to 
purely military considerations, and perhaps 
even to build them before assigning them 
to any particular regiments. The military 
spirit which had kept the present members 
of the National Guard in service in spite of 
the neglect of the authorities would cer- 
tainly not have been weakened by the 
erection of these armories, and each regi- 
ment which applied for one of them would 
have bad little difficulty in recruiting its 
number to the maximum, if that had been 
the condition upon which the armories were 
to be assigned. It is too late now to revert 
to this plan, but it ig not too late to insist 
that the armories still to be erected shall be 
disposed with a view to the most efficient 
defense of the city, whether ar not such a 
disvosition agrees with the views of the 
regiments for which provision is to be made. 
With all the armories above Fifty-ninth- 
street, and all the dangerous parts of the 
city below that line, we should not be better 
otf than we were before the armories were 
built. ;

- HISTORIOAL RESEARCH. 





A PAPER ON AMERICAN TARIFF SYS- 
TEMS BEFORE 1789. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—At the morning ses- 
sion of the American Historical Association 
Willard Clark Fisher, Fellow in Cornell Univer- 
sity, read a paper upon American trade regu- 
latiens before 1789. He said that just as the 
Constitution has a histery before 1789 so our 
national tarift system has a history before 1789, 
the date of the first Federal Customs; act. The 
many commercial regulations of the colonial 
Governments may be classitied according a3 
they tend to retard or to promote exportetion 
or importation. Of the four classes given ky 


‘this basis, bounties on imports, bounties on ex- 


ports, duties on exports, and duties Ou importa 
are the typos, 

Bounties on imports were on some cesasions 
direct and unconditional, but more often they 
took the form of remiesions of auties in favor of 
such as would import desirable commodities or 
current coin. Stimulants te exportation were 
usually bounties or other rewards and indul- 
gences for the production of such morchandise 
as would naturally be exported. The varieties 
of regulations of this class are numerous, in- 
cluding, aside from direct pecuniary bounties, 
prizes, remissions of taxes, monopolies of the 
market, loane, grants of land or money, and ex- 
emptions from military duty. Under the same 
cenerai Class is included the drawback. Duties 
on exports now forbidden by the Federal Con- 
stitution were very common in nearly ail the 
colonies, and in some wero of greater impor- 
tance than duties on imports. 

Duties on imports are found first in the form 
of tonnage, “castle duties,” or ‘powder 
money.” This imposition was at first payable 
in powder or ammunition, and it was only late 
in the colonial period that tonnage revenues 
were evsry where collected in money and merged 
in the general funds of the Government. Not- 
withstanding the frequent resort to all the pre- 
ceding sort of regulation, import duties preper 
were then as now the most important of all. 
Bothin these and in the tonnage duties there 
were occasional and faint appearances of 
something like harmony between the colonies, 
but nothing permanent or fundamental. There 
were temporary agreements in rates, occasional 
instanees of privileges extended by one colony 
to another, and necessarily certain common 
tendencies toward higher rates and toward ex- 
plicitness tn details, bué not until the import 
resolutious or 1781 and 1783 were so persist- 
ently brought to the notice of the States was the 
oe step taken toward a continental system of 

uties. 

Charles N. Morris of Berkeley Divinity School 
read a paper on the history of internal improve- 
mentsin Ohio, and Prof. G. Brown Goods, 
Assistant Secretary of the Smithsonian Instt- 
tutlon read a paper upon the uses and limitations 
of historieal nuseums. 

Av the olosing session this evening Gen. 
James Grant Wilson of New-York read a paper 
prepared by Henry C. Lea of Philadelphia on 
“The Martyrdom of San Pedro Arbues,” in 
which was briefly reviewed some of the eauses 
and immediate results of the Spanish Inquisi- 
tion, in which Arbues, as an inquisitor, took a 
prominent part until his assassination on Sept. 
16, 1485. He was canonized as a saint by Pope 
Pius [X. in St. Peter’s on June 29, L867. 

William Wirt Henry of Richmond read a pa- 
per in “ Reply to Dr. Stille upon Religious Lib- 
erty in Virginia,” in which he maintained that 
Virginia was the first State in the history of the 
world to embrace in her: Constitution of gov- 
ernment the principle of absolute religious lib- 
erty, involving the absolute divorce of Church 
and State. Dr. Stille, who was present, briefly 
contended to the contrary.

Nobdraska banks within a weck has caused con-

cial stringency, and in some instances it loeks 
as thoush there was a deliberate purpoae to de- 
fraud on the part of those conducting the insti- 
tutions. The State laws governing private 
banking are very lax. The statute requires 
that alicorporaticns engaged in bankiny shall 
annually make report under oath to the State 
Auditor of their resources and liabilities. There 
is no provision for State inspection, and owing 
to this ovorsight mushreom banks have sprung 
iuto existence. Ever since the big swindle per- 


r petrated by tho Valparaiso bankers, less than & 


month ago, the press of the State has been vigor- 
ously urging the need ef a revision of the bank- 
ing laws, and ono of tho first matters which will 
be acted upon by the coming Legislature will 
probably be this important subjoot.

ASHLAND, Wis., Dec. 28.—Frederick Prentice, 
a New-York millionaire, who is plaintiff tn a 
big real estate suit pending in Duluth, jnyoly- 
ing half of @ third division valued at several 
millions of dollars, has written a istter to the 
editor of the Daily News, asking him to deny 
the story printed in the Duluth Herald and 
sent tu the newspapers of St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis and other cities, as it is a faisifisation. 

Mr. Prentice bought land from Benjamin 
Armstrong, now of Ashland, he says, to whom 
it was deeded by Chief Buifaloin 1854 “I aid 
netget my ceed from the heirs,” writes Mr. Prei- 
tive, “‘as the dispaton states, nor was it bought 
for $200 or $30V, but for #8.600. The Govern- 
ment did no’ deny yatents, Dut issued them on 
some land selected by Buffe'o with the excep- 
tien of a part of the quarter section claimed by 
Nettleton, for whivh the Government gave the 
claimants other lands. My snit was never 
thrown out of eourt, nor am I claiming any 
ether !ands than those patented under troaty 
and land recoguized by the Government as Buf- 
falo’s selection. Nor was Chivf-Justice Waite a 
relative of mine. In fact, tae whole statement 
is a fabrication.” 

In concluding Mr. Prentice says: “Ihave 
avoided taking notice of vewspaper articies, 
and would notor thisif 1t did not seem mali- 
cious. 1 have conducted my suit quietly to 
avoid injuring Duluth property, as 1 feel very 
certain 1t is only & matter of time when [ army 
heira will sustain my claim to *he undivided 
one-half of the third division vf Duluth.”

IN THE HANDS OF THE SHERIFF. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 28.—The Sheriff's officers 
aro in possession of the stock and fixtures of 
Ervin, Kerlin & Co., wholesale dealers in china 
at 221 Market-street, and the diffisulty has led 
to a dispute between the partners, which has 
been sarried into court. 

The tirm is composed of Warren L. Ervin and 
W. H.C. Kerlin. On Sept. 22 Ervin coufessed 
seven judgments, aggregating $19,113, and 
subsequently two others, aggregating $1,900. 
This,1t is said, was done without. the knowl- 
edge or consent of Mr. Kerlin. Execution was 
levied, and Peter Wright & Sens then issued an 
attachment under the act of LSU9, un the 
ground that the confessions of judgmsnt were 
traudulent. Counsel representing Mr. Kerlin 
applied to Judge Fall yesterday for the appoint- 
meut of a Receiver and sn injunction against 
Ervir to restrain him from meddiing with the 
partuership assets. The covrt granied the a}- 
plication and appointed a Receiver. 

Kerlin’s counsal this morning obtained aruis 
to open the judgisents, the execution to stas 
in the meantime. The application charges that 
several of the judgments wore confessed to par- 
ties who had loaned Ervin money, which, it 
is alleged, he putinto the business a8 a portion 
of his contribution to the oapital. It is said 
that the businses of the firm has been good and 
that there was no secessity for confessing judg- 
ment.

28.—The Lighthouse Board 
in its annual report to the Secretary of the 
Treasury refsrs to the case of the Brooklyn

WASSACHUSETTS TARIFF RE. 
FORMSBRS AT DINNER. 

} DISTINGUISHED COMPANY PRESENT— 
MR. CLEVELAND SENDS A LETTER 
—THE SPEECHES. 

BosTon, Dec. 28.—When the Massachusetts 
fariff Reform League sat down to dinner at the 
Hote! Vendome this evening it gave ne exter- 
ial evidence of defeat or discouragement. Al- 
hough many were invited who could not be 
present, it would have been difficult to 
tave got together a body of men more 
horoughly representative of the _ prin- 
fiple for which the Tariff Reform 
League stands. There were men eminent as 
woliticians or statesmen, political economists 
pr edvoational leaders, or prominent as busi- 
hess men and manufacturers. Not less than 300 
jat down to the tables, or nearly as many as the 
great dining room could contain. ~ The Hon. 
William E. Russell, the young Mayor of Cam- 
pridge, who made so gallant a leader for 
jhe Democrats and Independents in the 
last Gubernatorial contest, presided, and 
ne had with him as guests Secretary 
Fairchild, the Hon. Ashbel P. Fitch 
of New-York, Collector Saltonstall, Messrs. 
Morse, Collins, and Burnett of the Massachu- 
jotts Congressmen; William L. Putnam, the 
Demoeratic Gubernatorial standard bearer in 
Maine; President Eliot and Prof. Peabody of 
Harvard College, Col. T. W. Higginson, Edward 
Atkinson, and William B. Rica’ Among the 
more prominent manufacturers were Jesse Met- 
calf of Providence, Kowland Hazard of Peacc- 


jale, R. I; William Skinner of Holyoke, and 
Horace P. Tobey of Wareham. 

No warmer welcome could have been accora- 
ed a sunecessful political candidate than was 
extended te * Billy” Russell, as heis salied by 
all, as he rose to open the oratorical portion of 
the proceedings. He spoke briefly, and con- 
cluded by proposing the health of President 
Cleveland, as ‘‘ever faithful, ever courageous; 
the ablest, truest champion our cause has ever 
bad.” Tne President’s health was drunk stand- 
lpg, and then Mr. Russell read the following 
setter from the President:

GENTLEMEN: I am exceedingly sorry that I 
gannot be present at the annual dinuer of the 
Massachusetts ‘ariif-Reform League on the 
28th inst. ‘his is not merely a tormal and 
common expression of regret. I truly indicates 
how much [ should enjoy meeting the members 
of your league, and bow glad I sbould be to ex- 
press in person my appreciation of their im- 
portant services in @ cause to which lam ear- 
nestly attached, and to acKnewleage at the 
same time their frequent and encouraying mani- 
festations of personal friendliness. I know, too, 
that it would be profitable and advantageous to 
be even for a brief period within the inspiring 
influence of the atmosphere surrounding patri- 
otic ana unselfish men, banded tegetber in the 
interests of their fellow-countrymen and de- 
voted to the work of tariif reform. 

This reform appears to me to bo as far- 
reaching in its purposes as the destiny of our 
country, and as broad in its beneficence as the 
welfare of ourentire people. Itis because the 
efforts of its advoeates are not discredited by 
any sordid motive that they are able boldly 
and confidently to attack the strengholds of 
selfishness and greed: Our institutions were 
constructed in purity of purpose and love for 
humanity. Their cperation is adjusted to the 
touch of national virtue and patriotism, and 
their results under such guidance must be the 
prosperity and happiness of our _ peo- 
pie; and so long as the advocates of 
tariff reform appreciate the sentiments in 
which our institutions had their origin, so 
long as they apprehend the forces which alone 
can guide their operation; so long as they, ina 
spirit of true patriotism, are conseerated to the 
service of their country, temporary defeat 
brings no discouragement. It but proves the 
stubbornness of the forces of combined selfish- 
ness and discloses how far the people have beer 
led astray and how great is the necessity of re- 
doubled efforts in their behalf. Te lose faith ir 
the intelligence of the people is @ surrertder and 
an abandunment of the struggle. To arouss 
their intelligence and free it from darkness and 
delusion gives assurance of speedy and com- 
plete victory. 

in the track of reform are often found the 
dead hopes of pioneers and the despair of those 
who fali in the march. But there will be neither 
despair nor dead hopes in the path of tariff re- 
form, nor shall its pioneers fail to reach the 
heights. Holding fast their faith and rejesting 
every alluring overture and every deceptive 
cempromise which would betray their sacred 
trust, they themselves shall regain and restore 
the patrimony of their countrymen, freed from 
the trespass of grasping encroachment and 
safely secured by the genius of American justice 
and equality. Yours, very truly,

Applause and cries of ‘‘ Good!” greeted this 
letter, and then Mr. Russell introduced Secre- 
tary Fairchild as one who represents the Ad- 
ministration which he has served with signal 
ability and fidelity, to whose ability, prudence, 
and firmness is due the credit of having carried 
the Nation through a time of financial peril 
without financial embarrassment. Mr. Fair- 
child said, after expressing his appreeiation of 
the honor eonferred by asking him to be the 
guest of the League: 


‘*The election has by no means decided the 
question of the tariff and tariff reform. The 
struggle has only begun and the end is not yet. 
The record of the late canvass brings no dis- 
couragement to our cause, but, on the contrary, 
high hopes for the future. It us shows that 
where intellect was aroused, thought invoked, 
and experience appealed to we made great 
gains; that we lost only in these places 
where mind was dominated by passion; 
where partisanship and the blind prejudice of 
race and section overcame benévolence and 
love for a whole country. Itis true the tariff 
should be settiea and forever removed trom the 
domain of politics, for it not only disturbs busi- 
ness, but, infinitely worse, it prevents the sim- 
ple purpose of universal beneficence for whioh 
alone our Government is fitted. It converts 
our legislative halis into scenes of barter be- 
tween conflicting interests, where wrangles 
ever means to enable men to get mere and atill 
more money frem our citizens become the chief 
characteristic of the people’s representatives. 
It degrades business and often makes success 
therein the prize of dishonor. It corrupts the 
people. 

“But, how can this question be settled? 
There are two kinds of so-called pretective 
tariff—the one old-fashioned, now nearly ob- 
selete, that of Henry Clay, sometimes called 
‘the premotion ef infant industries,’ the under- 
lying principie ot which was, if I rightly under- 
stand it, that there were certain important in- 
dustries which, if sustained by the promise 
ot an assured market in this country, 
woald in a short time become s0 es- 
tablished that they could give their prod- 
usts to our people as cheaply as they could 
be bought anywhere in the world; the other, 
the modern Fes ghd tariff—the tariff which 
was embodied in the platform of the party suc- 
cessful in the late eleetion—has as its founda- 
tion the principle that 1t is best for the Ameri- 
ean people to buy and use certain articles; or, 
in the language of thelate Republican platform, 
articles which can be produced in this coun- 
try only when thus producee or manufact- 
ured, cost what they may, and that to the 

vromotion of this end all the peowersof the 
federal Government should be invoked. The 
statement of the principles of this protective 
tariff shows it oan be settled. It conid even be 
embodied in the Constitution. We have but to 
provide that no articles which can be produced 
or made in this country shall be imported, or 
that they shall be subject to duty of aay 1,000 
per oent. ad valorem. This would settle the 
question and remove it from politics. 

“This settlement, however, can only be had 
after the principle involved has been held naked 
before the people, has been fully considered and 
discussed by them, and approved by an over- 
whelming majority. This question has not yet 
been so presented to the people, and the 
blame for its mon-presentment rests with 
those business men and manufacturers 
who were so active in the late canvass and 
who will now complain that your agitation 
tends to disturb that which for their interest 
ought te be settled. I do net remember one doc- 
ument er one argument actively circulated 
awong the people during the last year which 
presented or attempted to present this question 
pure and simple. On the other hand, we can all 
recall many documents and appeais the sele 
purpose of which was to ivert men’s 
thoughts from this question and to contuse 
their minds upon this issue, It would be weari- 
some to tell the long list of non-arguments, and 
yet go to any Nortbern moral cemmunity and 
ask the inhabitants to give arcason for their 
action upom the tariff and seo if you will geta 
satisfactory reply. Now and then yeu may 
hear a nebulous something about a home 
market, bat it will be nebulous indeed. 

“No! Such arguments 80 presented have not 
settled and cannot settle a principle for the 
future.. We are told that this modern tariff idea 
is popularin some of the Southern States, and 
that the party which advocates it will soon be 
strengthened by their support. This may or 
may not betrue. Tney can only be gained for 
it by presenting it clearly and fairly to the 

sople of thoro States. They can’t be won 
= picturing to the people of the North 
the dangers which they have to fear from old 
mon who ceased to be rebel Brigadiers before 
maoy of the present veters were born. If, how- 
ever, any of those States cam be gained for that 
cause, after argument fairly made, 1t must be 
remembered that many a Northern man and 
many a Northern State must be released for 
broader, freer thought, and thatthe exchange 
thus made hd advantage the great cause 
which we call eur own. 4 

“Gentlemen of the Tariff Reform League, 
you setan example worthy to be followea by 
»atriotic and unselfish men in all parts of our 
aud.

subject. Just as there was in the Democratic 
Party a minority led. by Mr, Randall, which had 
always been opposed to any revision of the 
tariff unless in the direction of higher duties, so 
there was in the Republican Party a minority 
which, holding the views of Arthur, McCul- 
lovgeh, and Folger, bad always favored an im- 
mediate revision of the tariff In the direction of 
free raw materials and necessities of life. It is 
from the standpoint of those who were in this 
Republican minority and who gept this faith 
whenthe party abandoned it that I desire to 
speak to-night. 

“The leaders of the Republican Party who bad 


campaign against the Democracy, determined 
at once to disregard the deslarations of tneir 
own Presidents, of theirown conventions, and 
of theirown leaders en the floor of Congress, 
and to characterize the views which many 
Repoblicans had long held and advocated as 
free trade doctrine inspired by England. To 
many of us such a campaign, in which we should 
repudiate our Own speeches and letters and 
charge our opponents with an unbelievable 


possible. We wore of the bolief that it woula be 
absurd for us to denounce the Democracy for 
the utterance of our own views, and that it 
would be unworthy to abandon our views in 
order to beat the Democracy. And it seemed to 
us that if Mr. Cleveland, instead of recommend- 
ing a revision of the tariff, had adopted the 
views of Mx. Randall, and had resommended 
the abolishment of the internal revenue system 
and the maintenance of the highest possible 
protection tariff, the leaders of the Republican 
Party would have failed te fina these views as 
sound as they now seem to them tobe, and 
weuld have been seized with asudden interest 
in the rights of the American consumer and the 
defeat of a higher protective Democratic Ad- 
ministration. We were thus forced to choose 
between our settled belief and the commands 
ot party discipline. 

“ And what was the reward which they oftered 
to thoso Republicans who might be willing to 
recant ali their political utterances on the sub- 
ject of the tariff! To be permitted to take part 
in @ campaiga of hypocrisy and to join the 
attempt to frighten the manufacturer out of his 
Money and the workingman out of his vote. 
And at the end of a campaign to be so conducted 
our further reward should be the right to suare 
in the selfish struggle for supremacy which is 
now golng on to he}p Platt to put down Waruer 
Miller or Blaine to humiliate Sherman, and to 
join in boasting of a victory which is to be fitiy 
concluded and characterized by the appoint- 
ment to a Cabinet oftice of that eminent states- 
map Mr, John Wanamaker. 

“And what was the punishment threatened 
usin case of disobedience? We were to be de- 
feated at cne election. To the minds of the gen- 
tlemen whe made this Campaign, on the Repub- 
lican side, this sentence seems severe. It 
seemed to them that any man in public life 
would prefer to be 1n @ majority created through 
the eftorts of Dudiey than to remain out of 
office with James Russel! Lowell, and that, for 
instance, in our State, it would be more satis- 
factory to avoept & success frum the purchased 
handvof John J, O’Brien than to walk out of 
oilice arm in arm with Seth Low. 

‘*None of us, I am gure, have any regrets fer 
the choise we made, This is a country where 
one ejection does not settle political questions, 
and where the minority of to-day is often the 
majority of to-morrow. But if this were not 
so, and the defeat were final, there would still 
be no regret. *Whoever will buy an oflice must 
sell something,’ says the proverb, and the priee 
was for us too high. The defeat has come, 
and we say azain to-night that what we said of 
our opponents in the campaign was true, ara 
We Say now that they themselves have demon- 
strated that what we said was true.” 

The Hen. David A. Wells was to have been the 
next speaker, but at the last moment a letter 
was received stating that a reeent sprain de- 
tained him at home to bis great regret. 

The presiding officer thea read a short letter 
frem Secretary Endieott, regretting his neces- 
sary absence, and also the folluwing letter from 
Speaker Carlisle: 

“Under the circumstanees all I can dois to 
send you the assurance of my warmest sympa- 
thy with every effert that nay be made to aa- 
vance the people’s cause in the straggle now 
going on between the friends of industrial free- 
dom and the beneficiaries of industrial slay- 
ery. This struggle has just commenced in 
this country,and those who delude themselves 
with the hope that it will be abandoned 
before the triumphof right over wrong are 
simply augmenting the weight of the blow that 
will inevitably fail upon them in the future. 
Thisis nota threat, but a friendly warning. 
The history of all movements for necessary 
social or political reforms shows that they grow 
more radical by opposition and delay, and it 
would be wise and patriotic upon the part 
if eur opponents to recognize the inevit- 
able and accede to reasonable demands 
now rather than be foreed to accept harder 
terms hereafter. So far the sentiment in favor 
of a reduction of taxation and the removal of 
commercial restrictions has been conservative, 
and if it does not eontinue to be so the respon- 
sibility will rest solely on those who unreason- 
ably oppose it. They alone can stop the agita- 
tion or confine it within reasonable grounds by 
proper concessions to the demands of the 
people. 

“The result of the contest in which we are 
engaged is notin the least doubtful, and unless 
the evils of which we complain are removed, 
which seems not at all probable, the agitation 
should go rignt on with increased vigor and 
force until the public judgment and conseience 
refuse longer to justify or condone them. 
Nething has yet oscurred to weaken our 
faith in the justice of our cause 
or to abate our confidence in its ultimate suc- 
cess. A single defeat, even if it had been sus- 
tained on the real merits of the controversy, 
ought not to discourage us. No just cause 
is lost so long as it has a_ single 
earpest advocate ameng the eeple. More 
than 5,500,000 of intelligent patri- 
otic Americans have attested their fidel- 
ity to the cause of revenue reform under cir- 
cumstances well calculated to test the sincerity 
of their opinions, and they will neither desert 
its standard nor make peace with the enemy 
until at least substantial justice is done.” 

Among others who sent letters ef regret were 
J. B. Sargent of New-Haven, Seth Low of Brook- 
lyn, who speaks at the Boston Merchants’ Ban- 
quet on Jan. 8, and did not think it advisable 
to speak here just prier to that occaston; Carl 
Schurz, who had other engagements; Prof. J. BS 
Thayer, who wrote from Asheville, N. C.: “I 
trust that there is an intention to push forward 
and to extend the admirable missionary work 
of the last campaign. It is clear that great 
progress has been made in opening the eyes of 
our people to the real nature of the unprinei- 
pled and entirely indefensible nature of our 
present system of mational taxation. There 
should be no pause in the good 
work. The reform of the tariff, thor- 
ough and radical reform, is sure 
to come. When we cannot ourselves give it 
effect, we can at least compel its enemies to‘ 
help it forward.” G. H. Putnam of New-York 
wrote that he was on the invalid st, ana Secre- 
tary Endicott and Francis J. Walker were kept 
away by the ee of business engagements. 

The Hon. William L. Putnam of Portland 
spoke asa victim of some of the eccentricities 
of Maine, acquired by tnheritance from her 
mother. “The State of Maine,” he said, “ per- 
mits itself to stand there without any growth 
of population—permits itself to stand there and 
fall until it becomes the one hundredth 
part of the people of the United States 
for the benefit of vou people in Massachusetta 
and elsewhere.” Mr. Putnam’s address was de- 
voted to impressing upon his hearers the idea 
that the principle involved in this question of 
tariff reform is that of a government by the 
people. He was followed by Congressman 
Collins, Edward Atkinson, President Eliot, F. 
Howard, Cel. T. W. Higginson, Congressman 
Morse, and Sherman Hoar in the order named. 

Taking this meeting as a whole, it was a dem- 
onstration which, in point of numbers, the high 
standing of the participants, enthusiasm, and 
that earnestness born only of deep conviction, 
is rarely paralleled outside the stress of an ex- 
citing campaign. There was a free interchange 
ef opinion, by no means always in accord, 
as to the hest means of advancing 
tariff reform, and mingied with these were 
encouraging suggestions fer a wide cirole of 
kindred spirit. The speechesjtook a wide range, 
but the speakers all clung to the neeessity, the 
duty, and the justice of an honest revision of 
our tariff laws.

WORKING FOR A REUNION 


THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCHES 
NORTH AND SOUTH. 

A CONFERENCE IN PROGRESS WHICH IT 
IS HOPED WILL BRING THE ASSEM- 
BLIZS TOGETHER. 

The Presbyterian Union gave a very pleas- 
ant reception last night in honor of the dele- 
ates to the Conference of the Northern and 
Southern Assemblies of the church, whieh is 
now meeting in this city. All the delegates 
were present, and the assembly rooms of the 
Metropolitan Opera Heuse wore filled with 
leaders of the clergy and laity of the Presby- 
terian Church, not only of this city but of «a 
good share of the towns within easy reach of 
New-York. A few of the well-known people 
who wore expected to be present were unable 
to be there, and among thei were Mr. John 
Wanamaker of Philadelphia and President Pat- 
ton and Dr. McCosh of Princeton Celloge. 

Mr. Warner Van Norden, presided at the 
speech making which preceded the reception. 


The Rey. Dr. William C. Young of Louisville 
offered prayer, and the Rey. Dr. Howard Crosby 
told the visitors some of the things they could 
see in New-York. With 700,000 people of 
foreign birth in the city, New-York furnished, 
he said, a tine field for foreign mission work 
Tight at home. New-York is prospereus, and 
from its very prosperity the church here is in 
danger. The insidious approach of worldliness 
taust be guarded against. 

‘*We don't want you to look upon us as puffed 
up with pride,” Dr. Crosby said, ‘* but rather as 
your brethren, who need your cordial sympathy 
and your earnest prayers.” 

Dr. Cresby added that this Presbytery doesn’t 
bolieve iu ‘‘any sonp house and gymnasium 
style of Christianity, or approaching the sinful 
heart of man by appealing to his appetites. 
We are to seck God to aid the people, and the 
only instrumentality is the Word of God.” 

The Rev. Dr. Charies L. Thompsen of the 
Madison-Avenue Presbyterian Church also 
weleomed the visitors in a bright address. He 
was followed by the Rev. Dr. Moses D. Hodge 
of Richmond, Va., who praised the work of the 
church in New-York, and went on to speak of 
the need ef union. 

‘““We ought to give another influence to that 
sentiment,” he said, ‘which will draw all the 
future of this land together. The creat institu- 
tions our fathers bequeathed to us can only be 
continued by a united people. No nation is 
stronger than the love of the people who com- 
pose it. Sectional hatred is a crime against 
civilization and against God, who is the lover of 
peace. Let us widen out a little and take in the 
whole of our country tn whieh we live. Ido 
not know of anything that so stands in the way 
of civilization, of national greatness, as sec- 
tional hate. No statesman would fan its flames 
—that is the work of demagogues who, through 
it, may obtain place and power. One thing 
has always been grateful to me—the soldiers 
were the men who most respected one another, 
and if the questionsof the last 20 years had 
been left to them, the men who knew one an- 
other and respected one another, all the coun- 
try would be now in harmony. The trouble has 
been made by the men who were invisible in 
war and invincible in peace. I want to see a 
harmonious country for the glory of our peo- 
ple, a harmonious church for the glory of God.” 

Everybody” joined in singing ‘My country, 
’Tis of Thee.” Then the Rev. Dr. Joseph T. 
Swith of Baltimore spoke briefly for the North- 
ern Assembly. Mrs. Anderson sang “Sweet 
Evening Bells,” and for an encore ** Rock-a-bye- 
Baby.” The exercises olesed with the benedic- 
tion, delivered by Dr. Hoge, and am'hour of so- 
ciability fellowed while a fine collation was 
served,

THE SCHOOLS WILL BE TAXED. 

The legal contest between the municipal 
authorities of Plainfield, N. J., and the man- 
agers of the parochial school of St. Mary’s 
Roman Catholic Church, thut has excited much 
attention, was decided yesterday by the with- 
drawal of the claim of exemption from taxation 
by the chureh authorities. The proceeding had 


been carried into the Court of Appeals, and ar- 
gument for the people was being made by Craig 
A. Marsh, who contended that as the school was 
net used for religieus purposes and was not 
supported in whole er in part by publie money 
it was subject, like other private property, to 
taxation for public purposes, when eounsel for 
the church withdrew the claim to exemption 
and agreed to submit to the tax. 

Persons prominent in public school matters in 
Platniield say that the contest between the pub- 
lic schools and the Roman Catholics is going to 
pe brought to an issue as quiekly as possible by 
assessing the parochial schools fer taxation all 
over the State, and by proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution to prohibit ali such institu- 
tions hereatter. [tis said that there are many 
among the Catholic elergy of the state who 
would welcome such an amendment 4s a release 
from a duty to the church that is both irksome 
and uncongenial. 





LEOTURE BY VE£RESTCHAGIN. 
Verestchagin, the Russian painter, de- 
livered a lecture on war last evening before a 
very good audience. He began by depicting the 
vast difference between the humane doctrines 
of peace and the terrible realities of war, where 
kill and take is the motto, where the soldioer’s 


miserable existence is spent in marching incold 
and heat, hungry, dusty, and tired; where ao- 
tual engagements are unfrequent and victories 
are still fewer, and wen by fearful luss of life 
and by terture. He then proceeded to trace the 
gradual increase of intensity ef the animal ,in- 
stinct in the soldiers as the battle waged hotter, 
and their shouts for more and more biood until 
their very veices failed them with hoarseness. 

Mr. Verestohagin then knecked down some of 
the idels of ideal heroism, where theleaders are 
supposed to rush into battle at the head of their 
men, utterly regardless of the hailstorm of bul- 
lets and cyclone of cannen balis and shells. In 
reality the commanding Generals stoed out of 
range of missies. Colonels and Majors, after 
leading their men for some distance, pointed 
out to them the way to glory, and themselves 
remained behind.

FOR NORTH HAYTI. 


STEAMSHIPS RUNNING THE BLOCKADE 
WITHOUT GREAT DIFFICULTY. 

There was little further news to agitate 
the public mind in regard to the island of Hayti 
ang its troubles yesterday. Minister Preston, 
who had returned from Washington late the 
previous evening, was as smilingly non-cem- 
mittal as ever. He said, however, that for the 
last few days a totally erroneous i(lea in regard 
to the purchase ef asteamer by the Northern 
Department bad gained ground. There is also, 
he asserted, nota particle of truth in the re- 
port that San Domingo is making any unusual 
warlike preparations, 

“It is true,” said Mr. Preston, “that the Do- 
Minicans negotiated not long since a loan 


abroad amounting to about $2,000,000. Of 
this they got $600,000 in cash, the remainder 
going to liquidate adebt of some years’ stand- 
ing. With this ready money, or a portion of lt, 
the British steamship Red Rose was bought and 
taken to Havre, where she was armed and 
equipped ar a cruiser. Her name was changod 
to El Prosidente, and sbe started from Havre, 
bound for San Domingo City. She put back 
in distress to Falmouth, England, and left 
there Deo. 13." 

Advices were receivod in this city yesterday 
that, as had been expected, the steamers Wil)- 
iam Coulman and Caroline Miller cleared hence 
ostensibly for Jacmel and Monte Christi, re- 
apectively, on Dec. 7 and 13, have turned up in 
blockaded ports after running the blockade. 
The Willfam Coulman Is at Port} Paix and the 
Caroline Miller is at Capo Haytien, where the 
supplies of provisions, and possibly of arms, 
carried by each will bo welcomed by the fol- 
lowers of Hippolyte. 

Collector Masone issued to W. P. Clyde & Co, 
yesterday a permit for the Ozama, which sails 
to-day, to carry 1,000 stands of arma, 3 Gatling 
cuns, and 500,000 cartridges to Cape Haytien. 
These arms were bought of Hartly & Graham 
and are doubtless for the use of Hippolyte’s 
soldiers. Minister Preston is reported to have 
decided to go to Boston to-day to prevent, if 
possible, the sale of a Portland steamer to rep- 
resentatives of the North, which, it bas been 
rumored, was about to takeplace. C. F. Car- 
valho, nephew of Hippolyte, is said to intend 
sailing to-day on the Ozama, 

There seems now to be no deubt that tne 
steamship Samana, which left New-York for 
Jocme! aud Aux Cayes Nov. 22, is lost, as has 
been already hinted in THE Times. There is still 
some belief, however, that she has put into 
a blockaded port, and has not been able to get 
any communication with the United States on 
account of the anarchy prevailing in the island. 
If the Samana is lost she will have carried te 
the bottom a value of $100,000, beside causing 
the death of her commander, Capt. James, his 
wife, and three children, A. G. Liiders, super- 
cargo, anda crew of 18. Mr. Liiders is very 
well known inthis city, and his death will be 
deplored by a great many merchants with 
whom he has had business connections.

ARMS 


SURVEYING THE GREAT 


NORTHWEST. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Dec. 28.—William Ogil- 
vie, who has been engaged by the Government 
since 1887 in exploring extreme Northwestern 
Canada, has arrived at Edmonton, via Lacila- 
biche and Victoria. The route pursued by the 
party was from the Pacific coast up Chilkat 
Inlet by steamer, over the Taing Pass to Lake 
Lyndeman, on the Lewis River, the main branch 
of Yukon, and down the river in canoes to the 
internatiqnal boundary line. 

It has always been supposed that the Lewis 
wasthe main stream of the Yukon, but the 
Hootilengus, whieh joins the Lewis from the 


east about 200 miles from the coast, is the 
main stream proper. The party wentinto camp 
on the Yukon, near the interrational boundary, 
in the latter partof September. The greatest 
cold was in February, when the thermometer 
registered 57° below zero. Camp was struck on 
March 4, when they descended the Yukon 35 
Iniies to the head waters of the Porcupine 
River—another of the main branches of the 
Yukon. This pass 1s 3,200 feet above sea level. 
The Porcupine was descended 20 miles, when 
on April 10, camp was made until the ice breke 
in the Spring, which was on May 18. 

The average depth of the snow during the 
Winter was about three feet. The Porcupine 
was descended to its confluence with Bell's 
River, ceming in from the East. This was 
ascended to a pass in the Rockies about eight 
and a half miles long, with nothing to prevent 
a railroud being built through it. From the cast 
end of the pass asmall meuntain stream was 
fellowed to its junction with Peel River, flow- 
ing into the Mackenzie. On this stream coal of 
good quality and an abundant crop of asbestes 
were seen. The distance from the foet of the 
Rockies to where they entered the Peel was 
17 miles ina straight line. The total distance 
traveled from the Yukon atthe boundary to 
Pee! River was 318 miles, crossing two mount- 
ain ranges. 

McCennell’s geological survey party was met 
atthe Peel. The ascent of the Mackenzie was 
begun June 27, and the survey continued until 
it combined at Chippewa Yan with the survey 
of the Peace and Athabasca Rivers, made by 
Ogilvie in 1886, a distance of 1,417 miles. The 
only real obstacle to navigation in this distance 
was tne rapids at Fort Smith. 

Wheat aud barley are grown every Summer 
at Fort Providence, in north latitude 61% A 
sample of wheat grown there was brought out 
and makes good flour. Mining is carried on on 
the Yukon and tributaries, and pays during 
three months of the year. Forty-Mile Creek, 
the seat of the gold excitement of 1887, unites 
with the Yukon about 41 miles from the beund- 
ary. Twenty-three miles of this creek is in 
Canada. Mr. Ogilvie and party are expected 
here next week. 

REGISTRAR M’GUIRL’S DENIAL, 

Registrar of Arrears John C. McGuire of 
Brooklyn, who was severely criticised and een- 
sured by a New-York paper Thursday for his 
conduct of the Department of Arrears, made a 


statement yesterday directly impugning the 
veraeity of his critic. He says: 


‘It is alleged that the property of a poor widow 
was recently sold tor an arrearage of 35 cents. That 
is simply and entirely untrue. It is also stated that 
at a recent sale a bid of $10,000 was received for a 
piece of property in arrears for $1 20, and that the 
officer selling was not hardened enough to continue 
the sale. Thatis also untrue. It is true that in the 
peng: pene of property in arrears prepared every 
year there are many pieces charged with small 
amounts, some as low as 2 cents, and some at 
almost every figure up toa dollar. These sums are 
generally balances omitted by error or apportion- 
ments of small installments forassessments, They 
are included in the catalogue because the law re- 
quires that every lot in arrears snall be so included. 

“ But itis not true that any such parcels have 
been offered for sale. It has happened thai interior 
lots and irregular strips in arrears for small sums 
have been sold, butit has always been at the re- 
guest of the owners and parties in possession to 
perfect their titles, and consequently without pen- 
ulty. The cemplaint of Mr. Dexter is said to be 
that his tax bilis for the years 1887 and 1888 make 
no mention of arrears, and that with those Lills re- 
ceipted he supposed his property was safe. The 
statement of the Deputy of Arrears is that Mr. 
Dexter has admitted to him that the bills for 1887 
and 13388 do mention and call his attention to the fact 
that the property is in arrears.” 

Registrar MeGuire peints to the thorough aa- 
vertisoment of the occurrence of sales, and to 
the fact that postponement ef sales, when re- 
quested for the purpose of paying the arrears, 
has always been granted, as conclusive proof 
of the proper conduct of the office and of the 
enforcement of the Evarts law.

A PAINTER OF CATTLE.

While the cellec- 
tion is hardly lurge or varied enough to warrant 
a formal exbibition like this, it is evident that 
ete Lakey has reached a certain degree of 
skill.

NIGHT IN THE TOMBS. 

John H. Stopford yesterday pleaded 
guilty in the Tomba Police Court to embez- 
zling $1,321 from the Nineteenth Ward 
Bank, ef which he was recoiving teller, and 
was held for trial in $1,500 bail. He was not 
arrested on complaint of the bank olfictals, but 
at the tnatigation of the Ameriean Surety Com- 


pauy, which had given bonds in the sum of 
$10,000, The bank is at 953 Third-avenue and 
its capital stock is $100,000. Samuel H, Rath- 
bone is President and James B. Story Cashier 

The aggregate amount which Stopford misap- 
propriated was madeupof stealings dating back 
to 1886. In December of that year be helped 
himselt to $80 and covered the loss by a false 
entry. He says that he did notsteal again until 
last February, when the amount taken was 
$35. Since then his pilferings have ranged 
trom $35 to $200. He was suspected recently 
and watehed. Overwhelming evidence of his 
guilt was obtained and when confronted with 
it by the bank officials he confessed, withevery 
show of remorse and penitence. He promised, 
if unmolested, to indemnify the bank. The oftti- 
cialis were inclined to give him every possible 
chance to redeem himself on account of his 
family. 

He did not apparently appreciate the mag- 
naniwmity of his employer, and the defalcation 
was reported to the surety company Dew. 17. 
The company was inclined to be lenient, and 
gave Stepford further time to show that he 
meant to keep his pledge. The company finally 
got tired waiting for a settlement, and took pro- 
ceedings, With the result stated. It will make 
good the loss to the bank. Stopford is 39 years 
old, and has a wife and three children at Madi- 
son, N. J. His salary was $1,100 a year. He 
sald yesterday that he spent the money he took 
foolishly.

ADOPIED FINALLY BY THE 
BOARD OF REVISION. 

HE COMMISSIONERS’ WORK WILL 
PROBABLY BE COMPLETED AT A 

' FINAL SESSION TO-DAY. 
ky The Commissioners for the Revision of the 
xcise Laws have very little time left them in 
“which to complete their work, and so they held 
‘wan all-day session yesterday, discussing and de- 
‘eiaing some exceedingly important matters. Of 
‘eourse all their work goes through the hands of 
their law committee, which places their ideas in 
@ setting of legal phraseology before they tinally 
reach the Legislature, but the principles re- 
main the same, andso the Commissioners’ ac- 
tions may be practically deemed conclusive. 
‘another sitting will in all probability complete 

‘their task. 

: When the chair was taken by Mr. Rollins in 
the little room in the Bible House all the Cemmis- 
sioners seemed to be in excellent humor, hav- 
ing no trace of the disagreements of the day be- 
afore. With much rapidity andio the majority 


ofeases with unanimity they adopted these 

sTules, which will reach the Legislature in 
Statutory form: 

All officers of the law shall have anthority to enter 
licensed places during the hours when the lieense 
may be in force. 

No heense shall be given for places in public 

arks, unless with the consent of the authorities 
controlling those parks. 

No bartender shali be employed whois less than 
18 yoars on penalty of the violation ef the license. 

The applicant must state that he personally in- 
tends to conduct his business, orif nut, give the 
names of those who will act for him. 

A licensed place closed for three months shall be 
regarded as a new place. 

The sale or solicitation of the purchase of liquors 
‘by a female is prohibited. 

None of the 10 citizens required by the applicant 
‘26 approve bis application shall be intereste in the 
sale or manufacture of liquor. ‘ 

, Fs licensee cannot be surety on the bond of an ap- 

cant. 

; - A license shall not be granted to any person for a 
lace if the lieense for such place has been revoked, 
ualess the applicant shall state that the former 
licensee haa no interest in the new license. 

If a judgment for damages be recevered from 
any licensee for violation of any seotion of this law 
and the judgmentremain unpaid for 60 days the 
license shall pe revoked. 

It shall be the duty of the District Attorney in 

, counties and the Loard of Police in cities to obtain 
‘the names of licensees whose licenses have been re- 
voked, with the causes of their revocation, It will 
then be the duty of the District Attorney, if the 
wauses Were criminal ones, to present the matter to 
the Grand Jury. 

: In instances where licenses are revoked by the 
‘Board of Excise because of illegal acts the name of 
the licensee shall be reported to the persons who are 
empowered to prosecute. 

A license shall uot be granted for any place with- 
in 200 feet of a cemetery. 

Non-residents shall not be granted licenses. 

Prima-facie evidence shali be required by the 
court in the testimony of witnesses who appear in 
— of the prosecution of a violator of the exeise 

aws, 

A license to sell strong and spirituous liquors, 
‘wines, ales, or beer, to be drank on the premises, 
Bhall not be granted except on a petition of not less 
than 20 reputable citizens of the State, who must 
ejther reside, have their place of business, or own 
real property in the election district, and not then 
gates. in the opinion ef the Board of Excise, such 
license is necessary, and not more than one license 
shall be granted on the memorial of the same peti- 
tioners or any one of them, 

The only section which aroused any marked 
@iscussion was the one concerning the limita- 
tion as to cemeteries. Commissioner Stern de- 
Giared that there were no cemeteries within 
resch of the city except after a considerable 

ourney and that persons dezired refreshments 
ear the cemeteries. This occasioned consider- 
able amusement among the more conservative 

Commissioners, and Dr. Crosby declared he knew 
of one cemetery which was quite fenced in by 
saloons and where the scenes are notoriously 
disgraceful. It seemed to the Commissioners 
that if either the saloou or the cemetery must 
x0, the preference should be given to the former, 
and Commissiener O’Brien so suggested and 
Was supported. 

In the case of the non-resident section Dr. 
Crosby believed that the persons to whem priv- 
lleges were granted sheuid live here, and, after 

- Inuch discussion concerning the aifficulty of 
beginning proceedings — non-resicents, 
the section was adopted. ut when the qual- 
ity ot testimony required at trials came up for 
consideration Dr. Crosby had much to say cen- 
cerning his experience. He declared that under 
the present ruling of the ceurts a person must 
actually taste the liquor before his evidence 
concerning itis taken. He recited an instance 
where he had seen fifty persons etringing out of 

8 saloon with tin pails in their hands, and simply 
because he had not tasted the contents of 
each the prisoner went free. He declared that 
acertain setof facts might well constitute an 
ordinarily satisfactory ground for eonvietion. 

Messrs. Thomann and Stern disagreed, but the 
section was adopted. Thon came a section 
which was not adopted, yet may be in the fut- 
ure, and which had evidently given the high- 
heense members of the commission much 
thought. It read substantially as follows: 

Any person residing in or owning real property 
in the electivn district of any city or town in which 
a@ license has been granted to sell strong or spirita- 
ous liquors, &c., to be drank on the premises, who 
shall present to a Justice of the Supreme Court a 
petition alleging— 

I. That the Beard of Excise has granted a license 
in violation ct law; 

II. That tke license was procured under false 
ae Sieg $ 

II. And that there was fraud on the part of the 
applicant for such a license, 

May obtain a writ of certiorari to review the 
actien of such Board ofExcise, and if such Justice, 
after hearing both parties, shall be satisfied, the 
order may be signed annulling the license. 

Dr. Crosby declared that if the licensee had 
such a pewer of review, the citizens certainly 
should have, but Commissioners Thomann, 
O’Brien, and Stern thought such a provision 
might lead toa very wide blackmailing opera- 
tion by unscrupulous persons. Dr. Crosby then 
oited the eases of the Haymarket, Tom Geuld’s, 
and similiar ‘dives,’ where the decisions of the 
Board of Excise remained ineperative on ac- 
count of various legal technicalities and said: 
*“‘T expect to see the Hayrmarket apd similar re- 
serts again open under licenses and I desire the 
same right of review as they have. No decision 
reached to-day will in my mind remain final. I 
shall bring it before the full board.”” Then Dr. 
Crasby announced thathe would make a motion 
before the full board to reopen the question of 
license fees. He would suggest that it shoald 
be a fixed sum and might be placed between 
the muximum and minimum er about $400, 

As the draft of the ideas ef the Commissioners 
"was se far completed, Dr. Crosby arose and de- 
clared that some method should be decided 
upon, enabling the esurts to more speedily dis- 
pose of the theusards of exvise cases now Sioe- 
lessly in arrears. He suggeated that one part 
of some court might be devoted exclusively to 
excise cases. ‘‘We might,” he eontinued, 
**movo to insert in the law that a particular 
day in a particular part of the Court of General 
Sessions be devoted to such cases.” 

Attornpey-General O’Brien suggested that the 
Law Committee frame such asection and the 
Reeorder of the General Sessions tix a day in 
each week which may be used in the trial of ex- 
cise cases. This met with the tavor of the other 
Commissioners, and such will be the law pre 
sented to the State Legislature. Then Mr. Tho- 
mann moved the reconsideration of a motion by 
Mr. Kruse to require incorporated elubs and 
societies to pay a license fee for the sale of 
liquors. This at ence stirred up a hornets’ 
nest, for Mr. Thomann believed that ciubs 
snould be no more required to pay for such 

rivileges than private houses. ‘* There are,” 

e added, ‘‘fully 10,000 social clubs in this 
city, many of them being poor and not able tu 
pay the fees. Thon, the fee has not been fixed.” 

Dr. Crosby. said: “1 have not determined 
what the fee should be, but something should be 
done te avoid every violation of law, particu- 
larly such as Dow exist.” 

Mr. Kruse said the Union League Club was 
content to take eut a license, and Mr. Thomann 

‘declared that because the Union League vould 
pay the fee it does not follow that thousands of 
other associations could. Finally all the discus- 
sion was amicably settled by Dr. Crosby observ- 
ing: “Will Mr. Thomann make his resolution 
read, ‘This} law shall not apply to incorporated 
clubs where liquor is drank on their own prem- 
ises,’ thus ruling eut any possibility of associa- 
tions being organized for drinking purposes 
only?’ 

All the Commissioners voted for this amend- 
ment save Mr. Kruse, who had added to it that 
the provision did not apply to towns or places 
where licenses are not granted. Then, in rapid 
succession the commission passed Gen. 
O’Brien’s motion that the number of excise in- 
apectors be limited to three in each Assembly 
District in cities, their terms of office to be 
within the discretion of the Board of Exciso, 
and their compensation to not exceed $4 a day. 
The salary of Excise Commissioners in this city 
was fixed at not more than $5,000a year. 
Upon Gen. O’Brien’s motien it was decided that 
cars and steamers should be licensed, their 
license to be determined by the State Controller 
at a fee of not less than $25 each. As there are 
452 cars in this State in which liquor may be 
obtained on call, a very considerable addition 
will thus be made to the State revenues. 

Before adjourning to this morning the ¢om- 
mission fixed the rate for licenses at balls after 
midnight, te be issued to incorporated organiza- 
tions at places already licopsed to sell beforo 
midnight, at ret less thav $5 nor mere than $15. 

A petition was received in the morning from 
the Retail Liquor Dealere’ Association asking 
that a law be framed restricting the sale of beer 
by the pint to the actual measure. Many deal- 
ers, they deciared, gave much more than a pint 
to draw custom and go injured the retail liquor 
dealers’ business. The petition was tabled be- 
— it coula not be framed into a practical

AFTER KEENAN’S TESTIMONY. 


HIS COUNSEL’S STATEMENT OF 

HE STAYS IN CANADA. 
There may have been people in this city 
‘mever personally acquainted with that distin- 
» guished Canadian sejourver, Jehn Keenan, who 
imagined, when Judge Van Hoesen, in the Court 
of Common Pleas, decided that he was not enti- 
tied to a portion of the aqueduct profits ef Con- 
tractors O’Brien & Clark, that he would subside. 
If so they were mistaken. John Keenan is after 
some of those profits and intends to succeed if 
agreements with O’Brien & Clark and the efforts 
of his counsel, George Bliss, can have any 
weight in persuading the Supreme Court that 
he was made a partner in the coneern. 

Col, Bliss appeared in Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, yesterday, before Judge Andrews, and re- 
quested that he be permitted to take Keenan's 
testimony in the suit now pending in the 
Supreme Court by commission. He said thatin 
the former litigation in the Court of Common 
Pleas a question had been raised as to his 
cliert’s beine a fugitive from justice in Canada. 
Therefore, in his movimg papers, he had gone 
into the facts of Mr. Keenan’s stay abroad, 
Mr. Keenan haa gone away for his health— 
here even Judge Andrews smiled—and +t 
was now greatly improved. He had grne 
first to Lakewood, N. J., and had arrived’ in 
Montreal March 20, 1886. At present he was 
engiged in large and important buainess 
sehemes, nearly as large as the aqueduct con- 
struction here, and it was impessible and in-. 
convenient for him to come to this city just 
now. Hew Mr. Keenan was afraid that the per- 
sonal animosities of some of the Senate investi- 
‘gating committee that was at work about the 
time his health called him away mint cause a 
hostility to him that would be inconvenient 
was also laid before the court. 

The contractors were represented by ex-At- 
torney-General Leslie TI. Russell and E. T. 
Lovatt. Mr. Lovatt read voluminous affidavits 
in opposition to the motion. He urged that it 
was a well-known fact that Keenan had not 
gone away from New-York for his health, but 
because he was afraid to stay here—Col. Bliss 
interrupting to reiterate that Mr. Keenan went 
away tor his good health—and that the reason 
he remained in Montreal was not because of his 
gigantic business schemes, but because he was 
afraid to return to the city where his rea] inter- 
ests were on account of the indictment for 
bribery hanging over his heaa. / 

Ex-aAttorney General Russell requested Judge 
Andrews net to assist in making Koenan’s stay 
in Canada easy. He was defying one branch of 
the court and petitioning another at the, same 
time “This will keep up,” he concluded, 
“until we come down.” 

“Tt is just because we wouldn’t be bought 
off,’ interrupted Col. Bliss, that this aetion 1s 
going on.” 

Judge Andrews took the papers. ; 

The present litigation is in regard to the con- 
tracts for sections 6,7, 8, and 9 of the aqueduct, 
and is based on an agreement made between 
Jehn O’Brien and Heman Clark and John Kee- 
nan, in April, 1885, by which Keenan was to 
receive one-sixth of the proms. “in consider- 
ation of the aasistauce and co-operation of said 
party ef the second partin procuring said oon- 
tract, and for services to be performed.” 
O'Brien & Clark complain that Keenan, in his 
complaint, left out the third provision of the 
agreement, which was that “at all times during 
the ceutinuance of their copartnership they 
and each of them will give their attendance ana 
do their and each of their best endeavors, and 
to the utmost of their skill and power exert 
themselves for their joint interest, profit, and 
advantage.” They also claim that he repudi- 
ated the agreement, refused te have anything 
more to do with the matter, and, when they 
were close pressed and applied to him for aid, 
positively refused to advance a dollar. 
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‘THEY KEEP DIGGING PITS. 





AN UNFORTUNATE HORSE ROASTED IN 
ONE OF THEM YESTERDAY. 
Another example of the danger and an- 
noyance which the New-York Steam Company 
causes every few days by its persistent tearing 
up of the streets was afforded early yesterday 
morning in Park-row in front of the Potter 
Building. The steam company had opened a 
pit about 12 feet leng and 4 feet wide down to 
its valve in the street at this point, about 8 
feet below the surface, for the purpose of re- 
pairing a leak. A workman was stationed on 
guard at the surface to warn drivers of street 


— - unhitch their horses and drive around 
the pit. 

The hole proved a great obstruction to travel 
in this busy thoroughfare, but accidents were 
fortunately averted until some time after mid- 
night when William Kelly, driver of Bleecker- 
streetcar No, 86, undertook to pass the hole by 
simply swerving his herses to one side. One 
of the horses alipped from the rail and tumbled 
into the pit. There were four men at work on 
the repairs at the time. Twoof them had just 
crawled out upon the street, and the other two 
saw the accident —- time to get eut from 
under the falling anima 

The horse fell astride of the hot pipes, ana in 
its frantic efforts to escape sustained severe 
injuries. After nearly half an hour’s labor the 
snimal was released nearer dead than alive, 
its skin and hair burned and scalded away 
in great patches. After daybreak work was sus- 

ended on the pipes and the pit covered bya 

ayer of pianks. A workman on guard warned 
the drivers of vehicles aside, but these rarely 
heeded his feeble motions yesterday, and sev- 
eral times the planks bent ominously under the 
weight of heavy horses. 

At the office of the steam company it was said 
that the tearing up of the pavements eould not 
be entirely done away with until some system 
of subways should be provided whereby the 
pipes could be got at for repairs or connections 
through the subways without making veeessary 
the breaking of the pavements.

MAYOR GLIEASON AGAIN. 


HE QNCE MORE INTERFERES WITH THE 
LONG ISLAND RAILROAD, 

Mayor Gleason of Long Island City. laid 
the weight of his official hand on the Long Ial- 
and Railroad Company again yesterday, and the 
railroad company staggered under the weight. 

On Sept. 3 the Kings County Supreme Court 
served a peremptory order on the Long Island 
Ratiroad Company’s officers to remove its fence 
and tracks from the public ground where they 
g@ucreached on Front, Third, Fourth, and Fifth 
streets, Long Island City, within 90 days. ‘his 
order expired Dee. 3, but the obstruetions wore 
not removed. Ten days’ grace was then given 
them upon application to Corporation Counsel 
Walter J. Foster, but at the expiration of that 
time nothing had yet been done, 

Yesterday morning Mayor Gleason sum- 
moned Patrick J. Harrigan, Commissioner of 
Publie Works, and requested him to procure a 
gang of men who could belp remove the ob- 
structions. This being done, Mayor Gleason 
took an axe and marched at the head of Harri- 
gan’s workmen to the scene of the coming 
battle. Onreaching Third and Front streets, 
Mayer Gicason ehopped down part of the high 
board fence that encroached on the street. The 
men under Harrigan then cut, tore down, and 
removed about 300 feet of the fence, and tore 
up about the same length of single track that 
lay outside of the fence in the street. 
While this was going on a train of 
freight cars was backed dewn on the mon 
who were tearing up the track, to prevent them 
from further depredations. Mayor Gleason im- 
mediately caused the arrest of George H. Stein- 
man, the engineer, and John Brady, James Nel- 
son, Charlies Dougherty, and James. Quinn, 
trainmen. They were arraigned forthwith before 
Mayor Gleason on the charge of inter- 
fering with oflicers engaged in the performance 
of duty, but were allowed to go on their own 
reeognizance until this morning, when they will 
be tried. 

The work of devastation was then suspended 
and will not be resumed until City Surveyor 
Peter J. Van Alst can run the lines and see just 
where the boundaries of. tne city property are. 
“It will then be resumed,” says Corporation 
Counsel Foster, ‘‘and fought eut until every 
bit of fence and track of the Long Island Rail- 
road is removed from the public streets.” 


TRAGEDY IN A PRISON. 


A CONVICT MAKES A DESPERATE AT- 
TEMPT AT MURDER AND SUICIDE. 

The prisonersin the Kings County Pen- 
itentiary were thrown into a ferment of excite- 
ment yesterday by the attempted murder of one 
of their number followed by the attempted sui- 
cide of the would-be murderer. The affair oc- 
curred in the shoe shop shortly after 7 o’elock 
yesterday morning. The participants were Al- 
bert Nichols, a sneak thief who was sentenced 
for 4 years and 11 months in Octeber last, and 


Edward Coyne, a convict whose term sxpires 
in afew days. 

When Nichols was led into the shee shop, 
where he had been put to work yesterday morn- 
ing, he hada heavy iron stamp in his band. 
Coyne, who sat on the bench near him, said 
sowething about the approaching date of his 
own release, when Nichols raised tae stampand 
struck him a vicious blow on the head. The in- 

ured man fell like a log, and Nichols rushed 
nto a corner and picking up a Jong shoemaker’s 
knife threatened to kill any one who approached 
him. The convicts called for heip, and Keeper 
Ceoper rushed into the room just as Nichols 
drew the knife across his throat for the third 
time. The blood gushed out in torrents, but the 
prisoner had sufficient strength to give Keeper 
Cooper considerable trouble befure he was dis- 
armed, 

Nichols and Coyne were removed to the prison 
hospital, and both were found to be only slight- 
ly injured. Nichols said he didn’t Know why he 
had attacked Coyne, except that he must have 
been crazed by the prospect of the Jatter’s early 
release and his own longimprisonment. Nichols 
will be all right in a few days, ;

The funeral of the late Rev. John M. 
Grady of Port Chester, who died on Christmas 
Day at the rectory of St. Ceoilia’s Churoh, 123 
East One Hundred and Fifth-street, was neld 
yesterday morning in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
Fiftieth-street and Fifth-avenue. The services 
constituting the eftice of the dead were con-

A BAR TO MEMBERSHIP. 

A REPUBLICAN CLUB RESOLUTION WHICH 
DOES EQUAL CREDIT TO THE HEADS

“T thought Henry C. Perloy was also black- 
balled,” exolaimed a member. 

“We aro to oensider,” said Mr,

Olcett, the Secretary, was asked to explain the 
action of the last meeting. He said that 19 
names had been reported by the Committes on 
Membership, and all of them were elected by 
the 46 members present, with the exception of 
three—Mr. Pelxetto who reeelved 11 black 
balls, Mr. Moses who received 12, and Mr. 
Perley who was given 13. As more than one

awes was about to begin the resolutions again 
when the Chair was asked whether any call had 
been presented to it for a special meeting. 

Mr. Bartiett answered: ‘‘There was not. Mr. 
Pt hae called upon me concerning it; that was 
all. 

A. B. Humphrey of the Harlem Republican 
Club said decidedly that there was such a call, 
and that he had signed it, and so had Mr. Ja- 
cobus, Méyer S. Isaacs, Mr. Patrick, and James 
P. Foster of the Republican League. . Mr. Bart- 
lett again declared that he had called the meet- 
ing entirely on his own respousibility, and Mr. 
Hawes again got the floor and held it, He 
said: “We do not know the motives which 
actuated the 13 blackballers, It had been 
alleged by the newspapers that Messrs. Peix- 
otte and Moses were rejevted because they 
belonged to a certain race und creed. This 
was not within the sentiments of the club. 
The meeting was held in inclement weather 
and without notice that there would be epposi- 
tion. Out of 500 members only 46 were pres- 
ent, and them only 13 black bails were cast. 
Upon this assumed ground the club has beseu 
placed upon an unjustified record. The club 
shouid now go as far as possible to indicate 
the sentiment of its members and the peeple 
at lurge. No candidate can be elected at other 
than a regular meeting, and therefore the only 
thing we can dois to indicate clearly the feel- 
ingof the club, At the request of several mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee I have pre- 
pared and offer this resolution for adoption: 

“* Whereas, at ameeting of this club held on the 

17th day of December, 1538, Benjamin F, Peixotto, 
James W. Moses, and Heury C. Perley, candidates 
for admission, having been reported favorably by 
the Committee on Membership, were regularly sub- 
— to secret ballot pursuant to the by-laws; 
and, 
“*Whereas, the evening being exceedingly inclem- 
ent and no opposition being known, the attend- 
ance was very small, and only 46 votes (outoft a 
total membership of 500) were cast, of which llin 
the case of one candidate and 12in the case of an- 
— and 13 in thecase of another were negative; 
and 

“** Whereas, More than one negative vote in five

“*Whereas, The ground of rejection has generally 
been alleged in the public press, in the case of seme 
of the candidates, tohave been prejudice on the 
part of those casting the negative ballots against 
their supposed race or creed; therefore, it is 

***Pesolved, By the members of this club, inspecial 
meeting assembled for the consideration of this 
subject, that we should condemn the rejection of 
any candidate for membership on account of his 
race or creed as contrary to the spirit and purposes 
of the club and cbnoxious to the sentiments of the 
great body of its members.’ ” 

This was seconded promptly by Mortimer C. 
Addoms and passed unanimously with mueh 
clapping of hands. There were about 150 mem- 
bers present, and they were ali men of mature 
age. It will be noticed that no action was taken 
tor the reconsideration of the former action of 
the organization by placing the names objected 
to en the roll of membership, but this was, it 
was thought by many, because it was not 
deemed advisable vecause all three of the gen- 
tlemen have declared in unmistakable language 
that they will not permit the use of their names 
for that purpose. Upon the adoption of the 
resolutions the meeting at once adjourned.

FROM PARK YO BATTERY. 


BROADWAY CARS WILL SOON GO BEYOND 
THE BOWLING GREEN. 

The Broadway surface railroad is to be 
extended te the South Ferries. 

The cars now are run around a leop at Bowl- 
ing Green and passengers te and from the ex- 
treme south end of Manhattan Island are trans- 
ferred by tne old Fifth-avenne stages. Under 
the proposea improvement these stages will 
vanish. 

Tt was announced yesterday that the fran- 
ohise and other possessious of the Séuth Ferry 


Railroad Company had passed into the posaes- 
sion of Henry Thompson. This valuable plant 
was sold at the Real Estate Exchange last Feb- 
ruary, under foreclosure, for $270,000 to 
George W. Vultee, a lawyer with Hoad- 
ly, Lauterbach & Jolinson. There was con- 
siderable speculation at the time, as 
to what the transaction meant. This week the 
Referee’s deed was executed and filed, showing 
that the bid had been assigned to Mr. Thomp- 
son. He is the President of the Broadway and 
Seventh-Avenue Railroad. This company has 
long been anxious to give better aecommoda- 
tions to its patrons using the South Ferries, 
and it has obtained the right uf way by ab- 
sorbing the ‘“‘jigger”’ line running trom Vesey 
and Church streets to the ferries, 

It is told by raiiroad historians that this **pea- 
nut road” was built and operated in order to 
secure and preserve an important outlet to ihe 
Battery, and that President Henry Haft long 
cherished the idea of connecting it with his 
Third-avenue line, It has long been a matter of 
surprise to many citizens that the Sixth and 
Eighth avenue street car companies did not 
try to buy the South Ferry Railway and aban- 
den their antediluvian termini downtown. By 
this acquisition to the Broa:tway line the down- 
town service can be greatly facilitated by mak- 
ing a eonnection between the main line and the 
Churech-street branch at Barelay-street. With 
two channelsrunning from that point to the 
Battery the congestion on lower Broadway 
ought to be lestened materially. ‘
